DIVERSITY, DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE IN AFRICA EXAMINED 
Dakar AFRICA in French Feb 82 pp 53-57 
[Artacle: “Agriculture in Black Africa"| 


[Text] "A continent with 12 percent arable land and whose population-arable land 
ratio is lower than that of the Middle or Far East or Latin America can look to 

a brilliant agricultural future, provided that irrigation takes the place of 
rainfall," Edem Kodjo, secretary general of the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU), recently said. 


It is true that most of the African population makes its living off agriculture 
and for countries south of the Sahara, 30 to 60 percent of the gross national 
product comes from agriculture. For for the past 10 years, the growth rate of 
agricultural production has steadily dropped until it is now lower than the rate 
of growth of the population. At the same time, exports have ceased developing and 
the vertical drop in food production has forced governments to step up commercial 
grain imports, dangerously increasing their dependency on foreign countries. 

Grain imports have risen 9 percent a year since independence. The "brilliant 
agricultural future” awaiting Africa is not immediately ahead. 


And yet, the Black continent is one of the leading exporters of agricultural pro- 
ducts in the world: coffee, cacao, hevea, palm oil, cotton, peanuts, sugar cane. 
What is wrong? 


Analyzing the causes for the stagnation, experts from the different international 
organizations have pointed out different problems: upheavals caused by wars and 
civil conflicts; the drought and inadequate precipitation in the 1970's; rapid 
population growth; the incompetence of government and aid urganizations; and 
finally, the exaggerated attention of investments to major government-directed 
programs. To this, one would have to add the excessively low official-.prices, 
poorly defined marketing circuits that are ineffective and not competitive, and 
the insufficient participation by farmers in rural affairs. 


These factors have led countries such as Ethiopia, Ghana, Nigeria, the Sudan, 
Tanzania, Zaire, the Ivory Coast, Senegal, the Congo or Zambia to increase their 
grain imports (particularly of wheat and rice), when these grains are more costly 
to produce than millet, sorghum or corn, There are rare exceptions in this sea 
of the unfortunate, such as Cameroon, which is aiming at food self-sufficiency 





despite fluctuating prices, the uncertainty of the climate and the rural exodus, 
or the Ivory Coast, which has strong, diversified agriculture, even if the coun- 
try has depended too heavily for 2 years on two export products: cacao and coffee. 


Nevertheless, the African countries regularly express their determination to grant 
top priority to agriculture in general and food self-sufficiency in particular. 


Rural Development Action 


The special summit conference of the OAU in Lagos (1980) accepted the important 
program of action on behalf of African agriculture, the "Regional Food Plan for 
Agriculture" drafted by the United Nations Food and Agriculture Organization (FAO). 
This program sets a 3.9-percent growth rate for agricultural production for 1980- 
1985 and a 4,2-percent rate for 1985-1990, triple that of the 1970's. Planned 
investments amount to $125 billion (1981 prices) over a period of 15 years (1975- 
1990), 45 percent of which will be for food crops. However, this hypothesis of 
the "maximum feasible demand and production" is optimistic and presumes rapid 
growth and rapidly expanding agricultural production, which the experts doubt, 
believing that in the absence of far-reaching action, the current trends will 
become even stronger and will cause production to drop. 


However, within the framework of an overall strategy based on growth, the program 
emphasizes the cardinal role played by small farmers, an increase in prices paid 
to producers, expanded agricultural research and the launching of rapid-yield 
activities in irrigated agriculture. 


Small Farms 


Small farms provide most of the continent's agricultural production, but yield is 
still very low and specialization rare. Poverty is an essentially rural phenome- 
non in Africa. Most governments have preferred to invest in large government- 
run farms over the past decade, thinking that they could thereby overcome the 
stagnation due to ancestral methods. and endemic droughts and increase the market- 
able surplus. But as a result of management problems, overemployment, underutil- 
ization of costly machinery and difficult maintenance, results have generally been 
far below the hopes that such changes had created. in countries such as Kenya, 
Malawi, Swaziland, Zambia or Zimbabwe, che large farms do provide most marketable 
production, but certain projects involving small cotton producers in French- 
speaking Africa, for example, projects organized by joint ventures, are among 

the most successful undertakings on the continent. 


Price Policy 


In some African countries, there is a cefinite determination to overcome food 
dependency, especially in the LDCs[iess developed countries], where chronic food 
shortages leave a trail of death and desolation. Unfortunately, the circumstances 
do not cooperate. The economic system bequeathed by the colonial powers force the 
farmer to produce, not for his ow. self-sufficiency, but in order to pile up 
monetary income in order to buy consumer goods and above ail, pay taxes, an 
important source of public receipts. 





This monetarization of peripheral economies is a major obstacle to the achievement 
of food self-sufficiency. In this context, accepting self-centered development 
appears to be both an economic and political problem whose solution requires a 
broad social consensus, 


Over the past decade, farmers producing for export are heavily taxed: an average 
of 30 percent, after deducting various subsidies for production. This explains 
why farm income has dropped year after year over the past decade and why Africa's 
share of the world market is constantly declining. 


As for food crops, whose prices are regulated everywhere, official prices are often 
too low and have led to a "parallel" market, on which prices have tripled, and to 
the demobilization of farmers, especially since the import policy has made imported 
grains such as wheat or rice cheaper than locally~based commodities, as a result 

of the overevaluation of a large number of African currencies. 


Projected figures for the amount of grain Africa will have to import by 1990 vary 
between 6 and 28 million tons, depending on the working hypotheses used. Most 
estimates are 11 to 12 million tons, mainly wheat and rice. However, for 1981 
alone, imports already amounted to 6 or 7 million tons. When one realizes that it 
is city-dwellers who are the main consumers of these grains, one can measure the 
unfavorable treatment reserved for the rural people! 


Modernization Effort 


Modernization has long since reached the so-called commercial crops, which produce 
foreign exchange for the public treasury. Research efforts have favored planta- 


‘tion crops such as the oil and coconut palms, tea, coffee, cacao, rubber and other 


industrial crops such as cotton and peanuts, But average yields have remained 
relatively low. For cacao, they are less than half the yields obtained in certain 
regions of Asia, and for the oil palm, less than half of those obtained in the 

Far East. In addition, the rapid spread of diseases in plantations on the western 
coast of Africa, for example, have caused immense damage and Africa has only a few 
organizations capable of mobilizing adequate means to fight these diseases, lacking 
adequate financial means and coordination between national and international organ- 
izations. : 


Regarding food crops, certain governments have allocated increasing resources to 
them, as in the case of Niger, hoping to rapidly reach food self-sufficiency. 
This effort has mainly invoived irrigated food crops, either through the estab- 
lishment of new perimeters (Mauritania, Niger, Nigeria and Senegal), or through 
diversification and reorganization of growing systems in irrigated areas (Sudan, 
Office of the Niger in Mali). Remarkable success has been registered in projects 


.based on one main commercial crop associated with food crops: for example, hybrid 


corn accompanying cotton. But the diversity of local customs, cultural systems, 
soils and climates makes the coordination of research activities very delicate. 


Fight Against Pests and Distribution of Seed 


The fight against pests has not been forgotten in research activities and national 
or regional programs. The FAO's Food Plan for Africa and the Lagos Action Plan 











emphasize the importance of reducing food losses and of possibilities of action 
in that field, But a large number of governments have not yet done any more than 
pay lip service to the different regional organizations responsible for these 
problems, with the exceptiun, perhaps, of the organization to fight locusts in 
East Africa, which makes extremely precise predictions and which has just ex- 
tended its action to the fight against caterpillars that eat foliage and queleas. 


lt is important to stress the crucial role of increasing the amount of and distri- 
buting seed in many countries, where there has been marked deterioration in the us 
useful varieties, a deterioration that has resulted from poor production practices 
and the use of multiple types of seed. 


Labor Problems 





Over the past decade, labor problems have constituted one of the main obstacles to 
agricultural development. Measures aimed at increasing productivity have not al- 
ways been taken, particularly with respect to the use of farm implements and tools, 
harness crops and the use of machinery to process grain or to save time. 


Out of the over 30 million tractors in service in the world in 1979, only 200,000 
were being used in Africa (with the exclusion of South Africa) and there were only 
40,000 in tropical Africa, .2 percent of the world total. 


Progress in using oxen has been very uneven depending on the country in question, 
but in peneral, it has been very disappointing because of the cost of keeping the 
oxen during the off-season, the varying cost of clearing the fields, different 
taboos regarding the use of animals and the impossibility of vsing oxen in an 

area some 10 million kilometers square because of the prevalence of trypanosomiasis. 


In tropical Africa. the industrialization effort has essentially involved the 
manufacture of small implements to improve farming: plows, cultivators, planters, 
harrows and carts, Animal traction is an important element in areas where live- 
stock raising is possible and where the size of the farms is not over a few hec- 
tares. This requires equipment designed to meet the needs of the country and the 
manufacturing capacities of local artisans, In Mali, for example, the general 
policy of mechanization in agriculture has encouraged harness crops. With 
100,000 team of oxen, the country increased its cotton production 10 percent a 
year and its peanut production by 7 percent, 

Harness crops are gradually moving toward "selective mechanization," which makes 
the necessary transition from harness crops to mechanization. The shortage of 
livestock needed for food and the lack of labor inevitably leads to such a trend, 
but there are few countries that have worked out any real policy of agricultural 
mechanization, and aside from Cameroon, the Ivory Coast, Mali or Senegal, no 
institution has truly looked at the problem, 


And yet, the potential demand exists. The most advanced countries are already in 
the stage of heavy mechanization and the large farms have almost all introduced 
motor-driven machinery, By 1990, there should be some 1.33 million tractors in 
Africa, according cto the most recent predictions. The appreciable results regis-— 
tered by single crops should favor these promising beginnings. The mutual benefit 
societies (Senegal, Togo) should serve as an example here. 








Food Processing 


The local processing of agricultural raw materials makes it possible to create 
added value, provide more jobs and contribute to the development of regions which 
would have no resources without it, whence the attraction of agroindustry to 
different African governments, for it has become one of the key words to devel- 
opment on the continent. 


There are several sorts of agroindustries, ranging from those above agriculture 
to those which process agricultural products and including some which, from im- 
ported local products, are aimed at meeting domestic demand. 


It should be noted that the Sahelian or Central African countries are not very 
advanced in this field, unlike countries such as the Ivory Coast, with the Ivorian 
Fertilizer Company, which produces 25,000 tons of different types of fertilizer 

a year, or Senegal and Cameroon, which have their own fertilizer plants or indus- 
tries. 





Irrigation 





Africa theoretically has 19 percent of the world's hydroelectric potential, which 
does not prevent drought from ravaging the continent, where entire regions suffer 
from inadeguate rainfall. Consequently, the harnessing of water is essential and 
constitutes the key to agricultural development. 


And yet, outside of the Sudan and Madagascar, irrigated agriculture occupies a 
minor place in African economies, It plays a substantial role in certain countries 
of the Sahel (Mali and Senegal) and, to a lesser extent, in the northern zones 

of Cameroon, the Ivory Coast and Nigeria, as well as in the river valleys in 
Ethiopia, Mozambique, Somalia and Zimbabwe. 


According to the latest statistics, the irrigated area, including systems with 
complete contril of flow, totals 2.5 million hectares, 65 percent in the Sudan 
and 15 percent in Madagascar. In all the other African countries, the proportion 
of irrigated land is under 10 percent and in most cases, under 5 percent. 


Outside cf cotton, which occupies a predominant place in irrigated agriculture 
in the Sudan, and sugar programs scattered throughout the continent, irrigation 
is mainly used for rice growing. 


And yet, the development of irrigation has made some progress in the last two 
decades, even if the net impact of irrigation on total agricultural production 


remains modest. 


According to the FAO, the use of irrigated land in Africa is far from having pro- 
duced its maximum effect. Over half of the systems used on irrigated land oper- 
ate with under 50-percent efficiency. 


Harnessing water most frequently encounters financial rather than technical prob- 
lems. Irrigation is very expensive and African budgets are limited. But despite 














the obstacles, irrigation projects have emerged nearly everywhere, with a great 
number of techniques, and are under the responsibility of the government. 


Irrigation is practiced in Africa using surface waters, a less costly and more 
reliable technique than the capturing of underground water. Various methods are 
used: irrigation within the framework of major integrated systems, as in the 

case of development of the Niger River in Mali, within the framework of the Office 
of the Niger, or the development of the Senegal River Delta within the framework 
of the SAED (Delta Development and Equipment Company), or yet, the major develop- 
ment underway in the Sudan in the Gesirah region, covering hundreds of thousands 
of hectares. But here also, results are not always on a par with the means used. 
Another practice consists of applying the so-called "small integrated village 
perimeters,'' mainly in West Africa along certain rivers, which leads farmers to 
develop each area themselves and to irrigate by pumping water from the river. 

In this way, 3,000 to 4,000 irrigated hectares are farmed along the Senegal River. 
Finally, a third method consists of combining the advantages of the two preceding 
ones: applying to the development of large areas methods that succeeded in the 
irrigated village perimeters. This development strategy, encouraged by the main 
international backers that finance irrigation projects, will be increasingly ap- 
plied in development of the major river basins. 


Irrigation: Expensive Technique 


According to a recent study by the Inter-State Committee To Fight the Drought in 
the Sahel (CILSS) concerning the cost of water projects in the Sahel, the latter 
can represent a cost of 100,000 to 250,000 CFA francs for simple, so-called 
"controlled submersion" operations like those in Mali (Segou and Mopti rice 
operation). The same is true of developing the lower river valleys in Upper Volta. 
Development in that country involves the construction of small dams that are 
costly: 1 million CFA francs per hectare, plus the cost of the dikes. 


Operations requiring complete harnessing of water are obviously more costly: 1 to 
2 million CFA francs per hectare for the SAED; 1.4 million for the Banfora sugar 
area in Upper Volta; 2.5 million in Mauritania, and so on. 


Regarding the production of 5.5 million tons of grain in the Sahel during a normal 
year, irrigated crops supply only 5 percent and only 3 percent is totally protected 
from climatic uncertainties, 


All these figures show that irrigation is one of the great investments to be made 
on the African Continent as the century comes to a close.

ENERGY MINISTER VISITS SOYO OIL INSTALLATIONS

[Text] Soyouw.An official party headed by Energy and Petroleum Minister Pedro 
Van-Dunen (Loy) went to the petroleum installations in the township of Soyo on 
Monday to inspect its operations and to get the opinions of Angolan workers on 
their job and social situation. 


Pedro Van-Dunen was accompanied by SONANGOL [National Fuel Company] general 
Manager and member, MPLA-Labor Party Central Committee, Herminio Escorcio, 
along with other officials from that company, from the Petroleum Ministry, and 
from the operating companies, Texaco, ELF [Gasoline and Lubricants Company of 
France], and PETRANGOL [Angola Petroleum Company]. 


During his 2-day stay, he visited "offshore" and "onshore" production units 
located in prospecting and development areas shared by SONANGOL with foreign 
companies. 


The first facility visited was the base at Kwanda which is to be built near 
the town of Soyo to support prospecting operations in blocks 1, 2, and 3 in 
the "offshore" concession between the mouth of the Zaire River and Nzeto. 


Work on the construction of the Kwanda base began in 1980 in line with a pro- 
ject conceived by SONANGOL which included the two-stage construction of a port 
zone made up of piers, warehouses, and orifices, along with a residential sec- 
tion. The road linking the base to the town of Soyo was asphalted as part of 
this project; its extension to the Pangala production field and the Quinfu- 
quena warehousing area, over a total distance of 25 kilometers, is now under- 
way. 


The deputy general manager of SONANGOL for hydrocarbons informed the visitors 
that petroleum production from block 2 at the end of last year came to 12,000 
barrels per day and he noted that an increase in the output depends on the 
opening of the Etele field. 


The Cuntala and Essungo producing fields were opened starting in 1980 follow- 

ing the entry into force of a new production sharing contract between SONANGOL 
and Texaco and the formation of a group of contractors also including the BRAS- 
PETRO [PETROBRAS (Brazilian Petroleum Corporation) International Inc] and Total. 




















Block 3 became operational in May of last year with the drilling of an explora- 
tory weil in the Palanca deposit by the ELF operating company as part of an 
association made up of SONANGOL, Mobil, AGIP [National Italian Oil Company], 
Inanaftagas, and Inanaftaplin. 


The petroleum discovered in this well revealed a good chemical makeup and en- 
gineers are optimistic regarding the commercial possibilities of the Palanca 
field. 


The energy and petroleum minister then went to the Quinfuquena terminal which, 
starting in July, will have a storage capacity of 140,000 cubic meters of 
crude petroleum extracted in the "offshore" and "onshore" concessions of Soyo. 


In the first phase, the Quinfuquena project included the installation of equip- 
ment for exporting crude petroleum and the first shipment was sent out at the 
end of 1979. 


In the PETRANGOL exploration area, the minister's party visited the Pangala 
and Quinguila producing fields before meeting with the workers of that company 
in camp B. 


A PETRANGOL manager recalled that the first analysis well in this area was 
drilled in 1965 and that so far nine commercial deposits have been discovered 
with a current yield of about 37,000 barrels per day. 


The "onshore" contractor group--made up of SONANGOL, PELR2ANGOL, and Texaco-- 
has been trying in this area gradually to reduce the burning of associated gas; 
this will be reduced to a minimum by the end of this year. 


During the meeting with the PETRANGOL workers, the visitors were briefed on 
job and social problems; at the end, Pedro Van-Dunen said that ‘new problems 
are a matter of constant concern to us." 


The energy and petroleum minister admitted that there should have been "quali- 
tative and quantitative" improvements over the past 3 years in the PETRANGOL 
production unit and said that he was convinced that these problems will be 
solved "through the measures recommended here." 


Pedro Van-Dunen said that his visit was intended to obtain a first-hand look 
at the situation in the petroleum sector in the Soyo region and he indicated 
that he was satisfied with the results of that meeting. 
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MEASURES ADVOCATED TO IMPROVE KUANDO KUBANGO SUPPLYING

[Excerpt] Menongue~—One of the consequences deriving from the war situation 
imposed by South Africa, particularly against Kuando Kubango, is the rather 
precarious supply situation concerning the province's domestic trade struc- 
tures which has caused local authorities to give priority to the development 
of agriculture. 


The racists in Pretoria and their agents are primarily trying to hinder the 
movement of vehicles on roads which lead to Kuando Kubango, both through the 
interior and along the shore. 


As Provincial Domestic Trade Delegate Garcia David told ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS 
AGENCY], supplies for the province have declined tremendously since December 
of last year due to the existing political-military situation. 


Garcia David however emphasized that one of the ways to solve this problem is 
to create support posts in the provinces in the center and along the shore, 
especially Benguela, Mocamedes, Huila, and Huambo, which could serve as stor- 
age centers for the kind of goods which Kuando Kubango needs. 


"The establishment of a fleet of trucks assigned to the delegation would be the 
best solution in terms of transportation," said the official in talking about 
the "substantial aid" that was given to the province last year. 


Since on the other hand there is a good number of displaced persons in the pro- 
vince, the ANGOP team, which spent several days in Menongue, tried to find out 
how supplies for these people were being processed in the light of the diffi- 
culties mentioned. 


Garcia David indicated that the first measure consisted in organizing the peas- 
ants in the form of associations (there are 13 in Kuando Kubango, with 3,000 
members); the Secretariat of State of Social Affairs has also been helping in 
this matter. 


The organization of the people in the ODP [People's Defense Organization] and 
the future people's vigilance brigades for the protection of the province's 
principal economic centers was also hinted at by that official as a way to 
guarantee efficient supply shipments. 


"Tt is necessary to mobilize the people who live primarily along the railroad 
so that they will be more vigilant at this strategic point in the province's 
development,'"' he emphasized.

IMPLEMENTATION OF AGREEMENTS WITH DPRK STUDIED

[Text] Conversations begun yesterday in Luanda between the Angolan and Korean 
delegations are centered around the study of practical ways to implement the 
agreements signed between Angola and the DPRK during the visit of President 
Jose Eduardo dos Santos to that country. 


During that visit, the delegations--headed on the Angolan side by RPA [People's 
Republic of Angola] Secretary of State for Cooperation Paulino Pinto Joao, and 

by Chen Il Chun, DPRK vice minister of foreign trade--will review these agree- 

ments which in particular cover the economic and educational fields. 


The drafting of various documents is anticipated at the end of this meeting; 
the documents will later on be signed during one of the meetings of a mixed 
commission to be established shortly between the two countries. 


On that occasion, Pinto Joao recalled that a memorandum was also signed in 

Pyongyang during the president's visit to the DPRK in which Angola proposed 
the establishment of mixed enterprises in the field of agriculture for the 

production of rice and corn in the Angolan province of Southern Lunda. 


The memorandum, which also covers the field of construction materials and the 
dispatch of Korean teachers to Angola to teach in middle-level and higher in- 
stitutions of education and to train cadres, as well as technical cooperation 
in the textile sector, will be implemented during this year. 


During its stay in Angola, the Korean group will also separately meet with of- 
ficials from the ministries of energy, construction, agriculture, fishing, and 
education. The party will also go to Southern Lunda to study areas set aside 
for the cultivation of corn and rice.

MINISTER TERMS TRANSPORTATION SITUATION 'CRITICAL'

[Excerpts] "The People's Republic of Angola, directed by the 
MPLA-Labor Party,never contemplated the possibility of a 
dialogue with the bandits, traitors, and renegades of UNITA 
[National Union for the Total Independence of Angola] or any 
other highwaymen who terrorize Angolan people, according to 
the propaganda of the Western information agencies," said 
Fernando Faustino Muteka, deputy in the People's Assembly 
and minister of transportation and communications of the 
People's Republic of Angola yesterday on his arrival in the 
Mozambican capital in the course of the exclusive interview 
which he gave the newspaper NOTICIAS. 


"The reports which theWestern press is printing are aimed not only at trying 
to create a split among the progressive countries and the peace-loving peoples 
but also to advance the counterrevolutionary forces operating in Angola for 
the purpose of presenting them as an alternative," our interviewee said, after 
which he went into a detailed briefing on the balance of forces in southern 
Africa. 


Basically, news circulated internationally advances the assumption that secret 
contacts have been established between the directorate of the MPLA-Labor Party 
and the Angolan counterrevolutionaries of UNITA, headed by the puppet Jonas 
Malheiros Savimbi, with the cooperation of certain personalities in the Portu- 
guese government to work out a-common platform for the solution of the "Angolan 
problem" which Lisbon denied formally through its Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 


"IT can say categorically that our party's directorate, right now, more so than 
ever before, would never commit the frivolity of sitting down at the negotiating 
table to talk to a band of assassins paid by imperialism to massacre the Angolan 
people and to destroy the economic potential of the People's Republic of Angola,' 
Fernando Faustino Muteka emphasized in one passage of his remarks. 


Urged by our reporter to state the position of the Angolan government regarding 
United States allegations to the effect that Washington could recognize 


ll 














the People's Republic of Angola only if the Cuban internationalists, who helped 
the MPLA during the hard phase of the Second War of National Liberation, were 
to be withdrawn, Muteka said that "the recognition of the People's Republic of 
Angola by any country has nothing to do with the presence of the Cuban contin- 
gent stationed in Angola and the United States is not an exception." 


"As representatives of sovereign countries, ch ministries of foreign affairs 
of the People's Republic of Angola and of the Socialist Republic of Cuba re- 
cently held conversations designed to define this situation on an international 
level and, as countries fighting in the same trench. Cuba reiterated its sup- 
port for the RPA [People's Republic of Angola] according to the joint announce- 
ment on conversations between the two countries," said the Angolan minister of 
transportation and communications of the RPM. 


Imperialist Sabotage 


"The current situation in the transportation and communications field in the 
RPA is critical at a moment when racist South Africa is stepping up its acts 
of aggression,” said the Angolan minister of transportation and communications. 
As part of imperialism's strategy, both transportation and communications con- 
stitute some of the targets considered for destabilization and the creation of 
insecurity. 


"On the other hand," continued Muteka, "while the raids by the ‘apartheid' re- 
gime are aimed at laying the groundwork for future activities by the counter- 
revolutionaries of UNITA, the mass communications media of imperialism, which 
are the multinational Western information agencies, seek to discredit the 
government in Angola." 


Foreign aggression against the RPA has hit the country's economic emancipation 
hard, destroying the lines of communication especially on land.

Goncalves Pereira said here Thursday that President Antonio Rahmalho Eanes 
would visit Angola, probably in May, as part of a new Portuguese drive to 
improve relations with its former colony.

Although the Portuguese Government condemned apartheid, it had always 
abstained in United Nations votes on sanctions against South Africa in order

The Foreign Minister expressed Portugal's gratitude to the Pretoria regime 
for having welcomed numerous Portuguese exiles into South Africa from Angola 
and Mozambique after those countries obtained their independence. He said 


the Portuguese community in South Africa now numbered about 600,000. 


He also blamed what he said was the economic decline of Angola and Mozambique 
on the exodus of Portuguese executives,

REVOLUTION SEEN AS BEGINNING OF DEMOCRATIZATION PROCESS

THE PROVISIONAL National Defence 
Council has suspended the 1981-82 budget 
of the People’s National Party govern- 
ment, and will soon publish a law repealing 
the 1981 Appropriations Act. An official 
statement said the Limann administration 
had projected a budget deficit of C4,500m. 
However, expenditure trends in the last six 
months showed that the deficit was likely 
to rise to at least €8,000m. while the 
threefold increase in cocoa, sheanut and 
coffee producer prices would have added 
another €2,500m. to the deficit. It said 
funding such large deficits by printing more 
money would have meant a continuous 
decrease in the buying power of the cedi, 
already falling at the rate of 120 per cent 
per year. 

The economic programme of the PNDC 
has not yet been laid out in detail. Pre- 
liminary indication:. point to a programme 
of stabilisation, especially of government 
finances, money supply, and the balance of 
payments. Before an economic review 
committee was formed — its membership 
has not been publicised but it is said to 
include figures such as Amoako-Atta and 
Abbey — the PNDC’s first intervention in 
the agricultural sector was to enlist the aid 
of students in evacuating cocoa purchased 
in 1978. Although several thousand tonnes 
of cocoa were moved to the ports, this 
exercise, along with the campaign to in- 
crease the supply of foodstuffs to urban 
markets, has been hampered by old prob- 
lems of roads, vehicle shortages, and some 
bureaucratic obstructions. According to 


the Secretary to the PNDC, Mr. B. B. 
Asamoah, emphasis in this sector will be 
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on maize and rice cultivation, with the aim 
of self-sufficiency in staple foodstuffs. It 
will be important to see what measures are 
taken to turn the basis of the economy 
from export commodities towards a 
domestically-stimulated pattern of de- 
velopment. 

A major speech is expected on the 
PNDC’s economic policy and will have to 
deal with the fundamental problems of the 
economy, from the balance of payments 
crisis to the exchange rate. This is why the 
expenditure controls announced at the end 
of February are relatively routine. Such 
things as establishing detailed and accurate 
lists of personnel in the civil service have 
been announced before without being fully 
implemented. Defence committees will 
now monitor their preparation. Except 
where specified — for example, debt- 
servicing and payment of pensions and 
gratuities — all recurrent expenditure has 
been frozen at present levels, and new 
contracts will be more closely scrutinised. 
Revenue collection (including all excise 
and sales taxes, and any other duties) has 
been given a new impetus reminiscent of 
the June 4, 1979 period. 

The acquisition of a 55 per cent share- 
holding in the General Superintendence 
Company (SGS Ghana) Ltd. was pre- 


-sented as part of the PNDC’s ‘“‘determina- 


tion to infuse financial discipline into the 
system and in particular to ensure effective 
monitoring of the use of foreign ex- 
change’. This immediately brings to mind 
the view of US officials that they would 
become seriously concerned only if Valco 
was going to be nationalised; otherwise 








renegotiation of power rates was tolerable. 
A full discussion of the PNDC economic 
programme will begin in next week’s issue. 

On the political side of things, there is a 
visible settling down and consolidation of 
the PNDC into a government. However, 
given the nature of the process initiated by 
the action of December 31, there has been 
a degree of conflicting signals and inconsis- 
tencies that are to be expected from this 
‘national government’, much more a sim- 
ple broad and heterogeneous front than a 
broad front of the left. One incident that to 
some extent illustrated the struggle be- 
tween old and new politics was the congra- 
tulatory message sent by the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs to on the coming into force 
(an appropriate expression in the circum- 
stances) of the Senegambian confedera- 
tion. This was roundly condemned from 
several quarters. 

The new politics began on December 31 
when Fi-Lt. Rawlings advocated “nothing 
less than a revolution”, the transformation 
of Ghanaian society and its institutions. 
People have been saying “you cannot 
change society overnight’, a banal truth, 
but there is a genuine and powerful desire 
in sections of Ghanaian society to advance 
qualitative change. It happens that within 
the PNDC, among the Secretaries and the 
population, there are two broad tendencies 
that can be discerned: one ranges from the 
‘“‘moderates”’ to the outright reactionaries 
— this tendency is responding with varying 
degrees of subtlety to the present 
“adverse” situation; and the other ranges 
from the progressives to the revolutionar- 
ies, a spectrum that incorporates people 
with a genuine “house-cleaning” mentality 
and other people with a keener perception 
of the institutional and structural changes 
necessary for social transformation ‘a Gha- 
na. 


Different causes 
for concern 


People are worried for different reasons 
by the relatively low-key developments. 
Nothing as spectacular as the executions in 
June 1979, assets confiscations and bull- 
dozing of markets has taken place. Some of 
those who feel threatened in the current 
situation may find the activities of the 
Citizens Vetting Committee particularly 
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disturbing. Other feel that the absence of 
“exemplary” punishments (few people are 
calling for executions in any case), and 
confiscation of assets could prove costly in 
the long run, that the forces of kalabule 
and reaction have been given too much 
time to regain their composure, and could 
even be on the offensive again. 

This is why the evolution of the defence 
committees is of such interest. The struggle 
there is over whether these committees will 
become little more than civic-pride units. 
or will make concrete interventions in the 
way Ghana is run. The struggle here is also 
between “house-cleaning” or something 
mor, as illustrated by the meeting be- 
tween Sergeant Akata-Pore of the PNDC. 
and management and defence committees 
in Tema at the end of last mont’. While 
management was told to avoid “anarchy ~ 
by respecting the views of workers in the 
decision-making process, workers were 
told to respect management, not to flout 
“authority” but rather to ensure that disci- 
pline and increased productivity became the 
order of the day. He said defence commit- 
tees were not for witch-hunting but to 
serve as watchdogs, to protect state prop- 
erty as well as to promote the interests of 
workers. Workers are expected to be 
patient with management “because the 
revolution is irreversible’. History teaches 
a different lesson. 


Propaganda war 


Meanwhile the propaganda war con- 
tinues unabated. Rumour-mongering 
based on “‘ear-witness” accounts turns 
each gunshot into ten corpses. For exam- 
ple, one story in January ending had it that 
people with more than €50,000 in their 
bank accounts were having their money 
seized. [t turned out that the Citizens 
Vetting Committee was starting work on 
screening certain people and making them 
pay taxes and penaities on undeclared or 
illegal income. 


This is not to minimise the importance of 
discipline among the People's Armed 
Forces, whose neo-colonial heritage of 
latent anti-civilian feelings has resulted in 
some deadly incidents. It is important to 
remember the political work that has to be 
done among both the lower ranks of the 
Armed Forces and of the civilian popula- 
tion in order to forge those conscious links

towards the stated objective of social trans- 
formation. Equally important is the fact 
that hostile forces cun destabilise by word 
as by deed, thereby encouraging a counter- 
productive volatility and tension among 
the men at arms. 

Two months after the PNDC came into 
power, one must recall the saying that 
“there can be no social peace without 
social justice’’. In developed liberal demo- 
cracies, the pretensions of completed social 
justice and equal opportunity have rapidly 
eroded in this phase of economic crisis. 
Stability in our context tends to be mea- 
sured in coups d'état and their aftermath. 
What the PNDC has done so far is to lift 
the lid’ off the already fermenting brew, 
and add some yeast. There is nothing 
strange about what is happening in Ghana. 
In some wavs. it is almost classic. A 
minimal detinition would be to say that a 
process of greater democratisation has 
been initiated. Time will tell how far this 
movement will go.

BUDGET SUSPENDED, FOREIGN-OWNED FIRM'S SHARE ACQUIRED

[Excerpt] Accra, March 2--Ghana's ruling Military Council suspended the 
ousted civilian administration's 1981-82 budget at the weekend and said it 
would repeal the relevant Appropriations Act, 


A policy statement from the Provisional National Defence Council (PNDC) 
quoted by Radio Ghana said the previous regime overthrown on New Year's 
Eve had estimated deficits for central and local government of 4.5 million 
cedis (some 1.7 million dollars) for the financial year, but expenditure 
trends in the first six months had shown the deficit was likely to mount 
to at least 8,000 million cedis. 


The trebling of producer prices for cocoa and shea-nut, which had not been 
budget for, would add a further 2,500 million cedis to the deficit, the PNDC 
said. With shortages of essential items including food and drugs, the 
funding of such a large deficit simply by printing more money would mean a 
continuous lowering of the purchasing power of the national currency, the 
PNDC noted, It added that the buying power was already slipping 100 percent 
a year. 


The Council said it would impose controls on Government spending with immedi- 
ate effect to ensure it was restricted to only the most essential commitments 
in the country's economy. 


To ensure effective monitoring of the use of foreign exchange, it would 
immediately acquire 55 percent of shares in the hitherto wholly foreign- 


owned General Superintendence (Ghana) Co. Ltd., which operates on behalf 
of the Government.

Mr. B. B. D. Asamoah, Secret- 
ary to the PNDC, has asked far- 
mers to demand from top officials 
of the Cocoa Marketing Board an 
account of how they manage the 
cocoa industry. 

Addressing an emergency sup- 
reme council meeting of the Gha- 
na National Farmers’ Council in 
Accra, Mr. Asamoah made it clear 
that the national coffers were com- 
pletely depleted. He said it was, 
therefore, the duty of all sections 
of the community, particularly far- 
mers, to know how the country’s 
wealth was used. 

Mr. Oheneba Osei Akoto, 
secretary-general of the Ghana 


National Farmers’ Council 
(GNFC), said at a farmer's meet- 
ing that the CMB had run into a 
deficit of C888m. during the 1980- 
81 cocoa season. The result was 
that the majority of the farmers 
whose cocoa. coffee and sheanuts 
were purchased by the board were 
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chits to cover such purchases. 
Most of these farmers still have 
not been paid. Oheneba Akoto 
said that the situation had brought 
untold hardship to farmers and 
their families. To combat this, he 
reiterated the council’s appeal to 
the goverument to allow the 
GNFC to take part in the market- 
ing of cocoa and other produce. 
Farmers, he said, should also be 
allowed to take part in the fixing 
of prices for cocoa and other 
exportable crops, and he added 
that farmers were prepared to 
review the current high price of 
cocoa to bring it down, if neces- 
Sary.

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INVESTIGATION LAW WILL PROBE CORRUPTION, ABUSES

A law giving legal effect to the 
National. Investigations Commit- 
tee (NIC) which is to probe allega- 
tions of corruption and dishonesty 
or abuse of office for profit among 
public officers was published re- 
cently. 

According to Law Two of the 
Provisional National Defence 
Council, the NIC is authorised to 
investigate groups of persons who 
held high office of state or any 
public office in Ghana or may be 
shown to have acted in collabora- 
tion with any person holding a 
high office of state or any public 
ofiice. 

The NIC shail investigate any 
other acts or commission which 
might be shown to be detrimental 
to the economy of Ghana or to the 
welfare of the sovereign people of 
Ghana or in any other way the 
national interest. 

Dated February 5, 1982 the law. 
however, provides that any person 
who wilfully and maliciously or 
recklessly makes a false allegation 
against any other person commits 
an offence and shall be liable upon 
conviction to a fine not exceeding 
€5,000 or to imprisonment to a 
term not cxceeding 12 months or 
to both. 
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The NIC is empowered to in- 
vestigate any other matters which 
may be.referred to it by the 
PNDC. 

It has the power to arrest. de- 
tain or freeze assets provided it 
could give reasons and the 
grounds of such an action. 

While the NIC may receive 
statements and other evidence 
from any person who wishes to 
give statements or evidence it 
could by summons require any 


person to attend at such times and. 


place to be specified to give or 
provide evidence. 

The NIC could meet at such 
places and times as it may deter- 
mine. It shall conduct public hear- 
ings to take statements and evi- 
dence when it deems it fit for the 
effective performance of its duties. 

It may allow cross examination 
of any person who makes a state- 
ment or otherwise give evidence 
before it to the extent that the NIC 
deems fit for its purpose. 

The NIC is to make periodic 
reports at least once a month to 
the PNDC on the performance of 
its functions. 

The law is deemed to have come 
into force on January 2, 1982 
reported GNA.

NATIONAL ECONOMIC COUNCIL EXAMINING STATE FIRMS' ACCOUNTS

[Text] The llth session of the National Economic Conference, whose work began on 
Friday, 22 January, continues to examine with great strictness the balance sheets 
of state economic enterprises.

Discussions on 28 January first of all dealt with the report of the commission of 
the Ministry of State Control in charge of the liquidation of Nafaya and Sabouya 
and then the complementary report drawn up by the Ministry of Economic and Finan- 
cial Affairs commission in charge of auditing the balance sheet of the national 
enterprise Prominex, 


An analysis of the report of the commission liquidating Nafaya and Sabouya re- 
vealed that those enterprises had registered more losses than profits. Conse- 
quently, in order to safeguard and increase the people's holdings, the conference 
resolved to liquidate both enterprises. The Ministry of State Control commission 
was therefore asked to turn over to national companies those articles and goods 
for sale which they had delivered to Sabouya or Nafaya. 


As for the complementary report, the analysis of the supreme leader of the revolu- 
tion, President Ahmed Sekou Toure showed that data from the balance sheet of 

the Kindia Bauxite office (OBK) were missing. The commission was ordered to take 
such data into account in order to complete a better audit, In other words, the 
balance sheet of Prominex will have to be discussed again. 


On Saturday, 30 January, the session took up the balance sheet of the National 
Import and Export Enterprise, IMPORTEX. Presented by Comrade Mamadou Bobo Dieng, 
general manager, the balance sheet was clear, precise and well drafted. The addi- 
tional information provided by the board of directors in response to questions 
from the supreme leader of the revolution enabled the conference to see that this 
national company is playing its double role as an essential source of national 
earnings and as a regulator of the circulation of goods perfectly. 


The conference saw that IMPORTEX has embarked upon a veritable offensive to revive 
the national economy thanks to the application of a policy to promote national 
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exports. Its immediate objective consists of financing all imports through re- 
ceipts from its IMPORTEX exports, thereby responding to its objective. Its balance 
sheet was accepted by the conference. 


It was the balance sheet of the Hydrovente Enterprise in Conakry which, in the 
light of information gathered by the commission in charge of clarifying the situa- 
tion of the enterprise, was examined again. The analysis showed several differ- 
ences between figures given in the balance sheet and the facts as noted by the 
commission. Since no justification could be given by the board of directors in 

an objective or convincing manner, the minister of state control was asked to go 
to the competent jurisdictions for the Hvdrovente Enterprise, accused of forgery. 


At the session of Tuesday, 2 February, Comrade Alias Camara, general manager of 
state control, was given responsibility, on behalf of the commission, for clarify- 
ing the situation of Hydrovente of Conakry, presented the report on verification 
of that enterprise's bookkeeping and balance sheet. 


The situation emerging from the audit is poor, essentially due to two factors. 
With respect to operations, accounting is poor. Books and accounting documents 
are not up to date. In addition, there is a lack of coordination and supervision 
between the divisions (treasury-commercial division-financial division), each of 
them working alone, 


Regarding the conduct of employees, there has been misconduct, which explains 
embezzlements and misappropriations of 28,065,488 sylis, which had to be concealed 
under the heading of expenses to be borne by the enterprise. In addition, some 
5,584,217 sylis in old bills were deliberately withheld from the enterprise's 
funds in order to cover up the embezzlement. 


At the close of the analysis of the auditing report, which shows all the elements 
for correction and reorganization of accounting, the balance sheet for the end of 
the 1981 fiscal year of Hydrovente of Conakry was accepted by the conference and 
the supreme leader of the revolution, Comrade President Ahmed Sekou Toure congratu- 
lated the auditing commission for the clarity and objectivity of the report and 

the seriousness it showed in the enormous task it had completed. 


Deriving the lessons from the confusion caused by the former board of directors 

of Hydrovente of Conakry, the conference decided to decentralize the enterprise, 
creating an autonomous Hydrovente in each of the ten arrondissements in the Conakry 
region. They will each manage hydrocarbon stations in the territory of the indi- 
vidual arrondissements. For the next session of the National Economic Conference, 
the Ministry of State Control will draw up a report centralizing accounting 

figures from the ten Hydroventes of Conakry, to be presented to the session. In 
addition, it was decided to make reductions in the plethoric personnel. 


Next, it was Comrade Sanoussy Cissoko, general manager of the National Hydrocarbons 
Office (ONAH), who presented the company's 1981 balance sheet. A wide-ranging, 
in-depth, objective debate began, making it possible to establish that ONAH, 

has realized large profits by applying the decisions of the preceding session of 
the National Economic Conference, The conference accepted the board's balance 
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sheet and authofized the board, in cooperation with IMPORTEX, to order new 
tank trucks. 


The board was instructed to turn the retired tank trucks over to the government 
garage so that they might be distributed among the administrative regions of 
Koundara, Dinguiraye, and so on, for other useful purposes. In addition, in order 
to achieve more rational distribution of hydrocarbons, ONAH is henceforth to inte- 
grate the Mamou and Kankan depots into its operating structure and eliminate those 
at Boke, Kindia, Faranah and N'Zerekore.

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MOI ANNOUNCES WIDE-RANGING CABINET CHANGES

WITH one clean sweep, President 
Daniel arap Moi has made far reaching 
changes in his cabinet the implications 
of which will not unfold for quite some 
time. The most important change is the 
removal of the ministry of finance from 
the vice-president's Office and the 
creation of a separate ministry of 


finance under Mr. Arthur Magugu,- 


formerly .minister of health. Vice- 
President Mwai Kibaki who has been 
minister for finance for more than a 
decade, will now be responsible for 
home affairs. This is the portfolio which 
Moi held for twelve years when he was 
vice-president under the late President 
Jomo Kenyatta. Kibaki was for many 
years associated with fiscal and 
financial policies in Kenya and in recent 
months he has come under fire for the 
poor performance of the country's 
economy. The Standard newspaper, in 
particular, has pressed home the point 
that Kibaki should be accountable for 
the performance of the country’s 
economy. The loss of the finance 
portfolio will be seen by many observers 
as an attempt by the president to hew a 
slightly different line in financial 
matters from that which may have been 
associated with Kibaki, but it is not 
clear what the new minister of finance, 
Magugu, is likely to do in the very near 
future to pull Kenya out of the 
economic doldrums which the country 
is going through at the moment. 
Magugu had a stint in the ministry of 
finance as an assistant minister before 
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the general election of 1979 and that 


should serve him in good stead in his 
new job. But being an assistant minister 
is not quite the same thing as being the 
minister and Magugu may in due course 
discover that off loading some of the 
problems Kibaki has been labouring 
under may not be all that easy, given the 
continued global economic slump. 

On the face of it Mr. Charles Njonjo 
who is now left only with the 


constitutional affairs portfolio of his 


former ministry has lost something in 
the reshuffle, but in reality it was the 
‘constitutional affairs aspect of his 
former ministry which was crucial. The 
final details of specific functions of 
every ministry are not yet known, but it 
is likely that the criminal investigation 
department of the police may no longer 
be within the ministry of constitutional 
affairs. At one time talk had it that it 
would go to the office of the president as 
it had been under the late President 
Kenyatta. If that happens, it would, of 
course, correspondingly diminish 
Njonjo’s responsibilities and power. 

Given persistent reports of 
differences between ‘Kibaki and Njonjo 
in recent months, the changes in the 
portfolios of the two men should have 
the impression of evenhandedness on 
the part of the president. ° 

The rest of the reshuffles are so wide- 
ranging that it almost looks as if 
President Moi seems dissatisfied with 
many of the his ministers’ performances 
in the previous posts, though not 





dissatisfied enough to throw out anyone 
fromm the cabinet altogether. In any: 
cabinet reshuffle it is always tempting to 
assume that those who are shifted 
around may not have been performing 
their taks as well as those not affected by 
the reshuffle, but often reshuffles tend 
also. to incorporate re-organisations of 
government portfolios in such a way 
that lessons gained from previous 
operations are put into practice to. 
streamline or. improve government 
performance: One case in point is the 
creation of the new ministry of works. 
and housing under Mr. Charles Rubia. 
Tue ministry of works, when it was 
under Mr. Paul Ngei, (now minister for 
livestock development) was very mucha 
depleted ministry, for a good deal of its 
previous portfolio i in the form of road 
construction and maintenance had 
gone over to the ministry of transport 
and communication still under Mr. 
Henry Kosgey. What was left of the 
ministry of works dealt mainly with the 
construction and maintenance of 
government buildings and therefore 
seemed a natural partner for a —_o 
with the housing portfolio. 

‘A similar re-organisation is involved 
in the addition of wildlife to the ministry 
of tourism. This ts a natural 
development for many tourists wha 
come to Kenya are still attracted to the 


country by the wildlife. A ministry 
which tries to promote tourism, but has 
no control over wildlife management 
and conservation has many handicaps 
to contend with. In any case, the new 
arrangement simply returns the 
situation to what it was years ago. Until 
the main attraction for tourists coming 
to Kenya has shifted substantially away 
from wildlife, it is wise to keep tourism 
and wildlife wee under one 
roof. 

The president i is clearly still trying to 
find a winning combination for the 
country’s major ministries — 
agriculture, livestock development and 
energy — which have all undergone 
changes of ministerial personnel once 
more in the space of two years. What, 
however, is most obvious in this 
reshuffle as compared with. previous 
ones, is that the president is not merely 
assigning new duties to his cabinet, but 
is telling politicians and the country at 
large that he is the man in charge of the 
direction of developments in Kenya. In 
his announcement of the reshuffle, the 
president made no bones of his 
intention to dismiss “any public servant 
who proves unable to do his or her job 
properly and effectively", adding that 
nobody in government should consider 


himself indispensible”. er ae g

Unless these qualities are 
maintained, some of the 
economic problems now facing 
us and many other countries 
could set us back many years. 
Moreover, and as I emphasised 
a few minutes ago, without such 
qualities and efficiency we shall 
not be able to seize economic 
Opportunities as they arise. This 
is why I shall not hesitate to 
dismiss any public servant who 


- proves unable to do his or her 








job properly and effectively.

[Excerpts from speech by President Daniel arap Moi to the Law Society of 
Kenya on the occasion of its annual dinner] 


(Text ] 


I would hesitate, ,before a gathering 
such as this, to offer a detailed analysis 
on the law, the judiciary or our legal 
system. May I, however, make a few 
remarks. First, let me say at once, and 
I say it in all sincerity, that my govern- 
ment has the deepest respect for the 
rule of law and for. constitutional 
legality. The rule of law, as I under- 
stand it, requires that the fundamental 
rights and freedom of every individual 
regardless of his status, tribal, racial or 
ethnic origin, shall receive protection 
without discrimination. My govern- 
ment is committed to that ideal. 

In this regard, I can think of no 
other body of men’ and women better 
sable to make a worthwhile contribu- 
tion towards the realisation of this 
noble ideal than the members of the 
legal profession — academic and 
practising jawyers alike. it is my view 
that today’s lawyer should not contend 
himself mereiy with the conduct of his 
practice. Neither should he remain a 


stranger to important developments 


taking place in the country. In coun- 
tries facing vast problems of organusa- 
tion and development, the lawyer has 
important responsibilities in making a 
contribution both towards. the econo- 
mic progress of his country and the 
social advancement of his people. 

sibilities in making a contribution both 
towards the economic progress of his 
country and the social advancement of 


his people. 


In Kenya, as in other developing 


countries, there is a need to provide 


access to legal advice and representa- | 
tion to all our people, to enable them 
to have equal access to the courts and 
the benefit of rights conferred upon 
them by law. It is important, however, 
that such services are made available 
to them at a cost which they can 
afford. 

I understand that, in all dupertnens 
of the court's jurisdiction, and more so 
in civil, there is a litigation explosion. 
Most of the increase is recent and cases 
filed now, I am told, may not be heard 
until 1983 or 1984. Every effort should 
be’ made to correct this unhappy state 
of affairs, otherwise public confidence 
in the system will be eroded and the 
rule of law put in jeopardy. As you all 
know, justice delayed is justice denied. 

The number of judges were recently 
increased from 19 to 24. That may 
help relieve the problem. The pressure 
may be reduced further by relieving the 
judges of those matters in which judi- 
cial expertise is not absoluiedly. The 
remova! of land cases from tht normal 
judicial system is a step in that direc- 
tion, lawyers must therefore, adhere to 
the new method of dealing with land 
cases and actively encourage their 
clients to settle such cases through 
arbitration by elders as provided for 
by the law. : 

_ lam, however, surprised to heat that 
some lawyers-have been hesitant to 
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refer land cases to the elders. This 
might be so because land cases usually 
appear genuine and straightforward 
from the complainant's standpoint. 
The truth, however,, is that the majo- 
nty of land cases are from those who 
want to exploit others. It was for this 
reason that the government amended 
the law to stop further expioitation of 
innocent wananchs. At this juncture, I 
would like you to ponder the’ following 
quotation from the Book of Proverbs. 
‘He who states his case first seems 
right, until the other comes and exami- 
nes him, the lot puts an end to disputes 
and decides between powerful contend- 
ers. 
We are proud to have a judiciary 
that is well known for its integrity and 
for the high standards that it has set in 
the administration of justice. For the 
rule of law to prevail, it is important to 
maimain the respect and dignity of the 
court and its officers, whose task it is to 
uphold and enforce the law. Without 
such respect, public faith in the admi- 
nistration of justice would be under- 
mined and the law itself would fall into 
disrepute. : ‘ 
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I am addressing these remarks to you 
in che knowledge that I am speaking to 
men and women of integrity. That the 
legal profession should be responsible 
for the discipline -of its members, 1s 
generally accepted and rightly so. After 
all, the whole concept of a profession is 
that its members bring to the per- 
formance of their duties certain self- 
imposed ethical standards. It must 
protect the public not only against the 
unscrupulous but also .against the in- 
competent by laying down proper pro- 
fessional standards and seeing to it that 
they are maintained. 

Our country is undergoing a rapid 
process of change — a change for the 
better — and is endeavouring to reach 
those social and economic goals which 
are essential for the proper function- 
ing of the rule of law. If, in the light of 
these remarks, you can examine and 
determine your obligations and re- 
sponsibilities and play the part expect-~ 
ed of you as members of an honourable 
profession, you will have’ strengthened 
our philosophy of peace, love and 
unity.

INVESTIGATION OF KENYATTA'S PORTRAIT REMOVALS URGED 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 20 Feb 82 p 6 


(Editorial: "The President and the Rumor-Mongers"'] 


[Text] 


PORTRAITS of heads of state are more than just 
pictures. They are symbols of nationhood and of 
the body politic. They are just as important as the 
national flag. And displaying them on walls of 
offices and public places is more than a national 
duty. It is a demonstration of honour by a people 
for their leader. 


Portraits of former leaders and other per- 
sonalities can be displayed on the same walls with 
that of the current Head of State. But when that 
happens it should be done in a way that leaves no 
doubt who is the current Head of State. 


In Kenya, for instance, portraits displayed 
together with that of the President should be dis- 
played in a manner that makes it quite clear that 
we have only one President — His Excellency 
Daniel arap Moi. But nothing should stop those 
who wish to do so from displaying portraits of other 
personalities on the same walls. 


In the past three weeks, however, the portraits of 
the late President Jomo Kenyatta disappeared 
from the walls of many public places in Nairobi. 


This was not by voluntary action on the part of 
the proprietors of bars and restaurants and shops in 
the city.. No. Men in the uniforms of the 
administration police and also the regular police 
forces walked into the premises and ordered the 
owners to pull down the portraits. 


As is the case with most Kenyans wnen confron- 
ted by the police, most proprietors pulled down the 
pictures without so much as a whimper. There are 
eye-witness accounts where some bar and 
restaurant owners resisted the orders. In one such 
case, the men in uniform pulled down the picture 
and threw it into the waste bin. When the 
proprietor attempted to put it back on the wall, 
they snatched it and smashed. it on the floor. Ail 
this happened in the presence of at least 60 shocked 
patrons. 
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All along, the impression created was that the 
pulling down of Mzee Kenyatta’s portraits was 
ordered by President Moi. No reasons were given 
for this. And no one questioned the action publicly. 


But the President himself gave the most likely 
explanation on Thursday when he said that a few 
disgruntled politicians and some civil servants 
were waging a slanderous campaign designed to 
make him unpopular among wananchi. 


‘How can I direct people to remove the por- 
traits of Mzee Kenyatta whom I served for many 
years? Asked President Moi. 


He called on the rumour-mongers to stop the 
smear a forthwith. ‘“‘People who are 
making such unfounded allegations are out to 
make me unpopular,” adding “when you see them 
you should realise that they are anti- Nyayo.”

Kenyans know President Moi as a man who 
greatly admired Mzee Kenyatta and served the late 
President with loyalty and dedication as his vice- 
Spaces for 12 years. No other person served Mzee 
enyatta in that capacity for that long. 


This sniping at President Moi had a diabolical 
timing. The exercise was launched at a time when 
several African heads of state were in Nairobi for 
the mini summit of the Organisation of African 
‘Unity of which the Kenyan President is the current 
chairman. 


We have no evidence on whether the unifor- 
med men «i10 went around ordering the removal of 
the portraits were genuine police officers or 
impositors.

The notice had a further condition 
stating: ‘‘We ask you to let us have a 
reply within the next seven days. In 
the meantime our client reserves the 
all his rights in the matter.”’ 

The lawyers contended in the notice 
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-hat the Minister caused to be printed 
and published the allegation which 
“are completely unfounded and con- 
stitute a grave libel upon our client’’. 

In the same vein, the lawyers also 
gave another notice to The Standard 
asking the newspaper whether it 
would be prepared to ‘‘( ) publish in

Further demands were on costs to 
which Odinga had been put in the 
matter as well as payment for 
damages for ‘“‘the very serious injury 
to his (Odinga’s) reputation”’.

@ Agriculture 

The generally improved weather 
conditions, particularly the long rains 
which in 1981 came on time, 
accompanied by “increased producer 
prices resulted in a strong recovery in 
output from the agricultural sector. 
Maize deliveries to the produce board 
more than doubled from 217,887 tonnes 





in 1980, to 472,909 tonnes in 1981 and 
the value of such sales rose from £10.4 
million to £23.6 million. Total maize 
production is estimated to have 
increased by 15 per cent in 1981. 

In 1981, 90,746 tonnes of coffee were 
delivered to the coffee marketing board 
as compared to 91,334 tonnes delivered 
in 1980. Gross farm income to growers 
dropped from £119 million in 1980 to 
£102.5 million in 1981 due to lower 
prices. Tea deliveries in 1981 improved 
slightly to 90,941 tonnes as compared to. 
89,893 tonnes in 1980, as a result of 
good rainfall in the tea growing areas. 
The price of tea at auctions so far in 
1982 has been higher as a result of the 
devaluation of the Kenya shilling and 
higher real demand. 

Deliveries of sugarcane for 
manufacture of sugar and jaggery are 
thought to have improved slightly in 
198 t as compared to the nearly 4 million 
tonnes delivered in 1980. Total wheat 
deliveries during 1981 are expected to 
have fallen below 1980 level by about 13 
per cent from 215,674 to 188,000 
tonnes. Total sisal production declined 
by 13.4 per cent from 46,910 tonnes in 
1980 to 40,615 tonnes in 1981 while 
income to growers fell from £9.7 million 
to £7.9 million. Deliveries of pyrethrum 
flowers improved in 1981 rising by 46.5 
per cent in January-June, 1981 
compared to the same period of 1980. 
Total deliveries in 198b are estimated at 
14,000 tonnes compared to 12,337 


‘tonnes delivered in 1980. 


As a result of price increases in 
October, 1980 and also due to improved 
grazing resulting from good rains, 
deliveries of wholemilk to Kenya Co- 
operative Creameries increased from 
187 million litres in 1980 to well over 
200 million in 1981. Meat supplies from 
slaughtered beasts have been very good 














while the poultry industry had a glut of 
eggs. 

The agricultural sector has. once 
again shown its ability in 19381 to 
recover quickly from the periodic 
droughts experienced in Kenya. The 
recently announced increase in prices. 
for food products together with higher. 
prices: for tea and coffee, plus the 
currency devaluation of September 
1931 have set the scene in 1982 for a 
further rise im output. 

e Manufacturing 

In spite of adverse influences due to 
the stagnant world economy and its 
impact on Kenya’s exports, the year 
1981 has seen further growth in the 
output of domestic manufacturing 
industry. The value of sales rose by 22 
per cent during the first nine months of 
1981 compared to the same period in 
1980. In volume terms, the output of 
manufacturing the first three-quarters 
of 1981 was 5 per cent higher than in the 
same period of 1980. Value of output 
for the whole of 198] is also estimated to 
have risen by 5 per cent in real terms. 
e Energy 

Domestic sales of petroleum fuels 
declined by !0 per cent from 1,269,100 
tonnes in the first nine months of 1980 
to 1,141,000 tonnes in the same period 
of 1981. This decline in domestic sales 
obviously resulted from a less buoyant 
economy accompanied by further price 
increases. As a result throughput at the 
Mombasa Refinery also declined by 10 
per cent. The quantity of crude oil and 
petroleum products imported has fatien 
significantly in 1981 even though the net 
cost to the country of its trade in 
petroleum and products is thought to 
have fisen. In the first three quarters of 
1981 domestic production of eleetricity 
showed a very satisfactory increase of 
16 per cent while consumption rose by 9 
per cent. 
© Building and Construction 

The major indicators of overall 
activity in the building and construction 
industry are cement consumption and 
employment. For cement, and these 


figures are still subject to adjustment, 


total domiestic consumption in the first 
nine months of 1981 appears to have 
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been about 500,000 tonnes or 5 per cent 
below the total for the same period of. 
1980. : 

, Provisional employment figures 
indicate that in 1981, there was a 
reduction below the estimated total of 
63,300 in wage employment in the 


construction industry in 1980. 
In the building sector, in the tirst nine 


months of 1981 reported completions of 
buildings in Nairobi and in Mombasa 
were valued in total at £14.7 million 
compared with £15.2 million in the 
same period of 1980. In the case of 
building plans passed in the nine 
months to September 1981, those for 
Nairobi and Mombasa together totalled 
£73.5 million or 3 percent higher than in 
the same period in 1980. However, 
despite this rise in the value of building 
plans, the volume of work represented 
would have been !0 per cent less thanin 
the same period of 1980 as building 
costs were over 14 per cent higher. This 
reinforces the view that the building 
component of the construction industry 
has moved into recession. 


© Transport 

In the transport sector during 1981, 
activity measured in volume terms was 
generally lower than in 1[980. The 
throughput of the Kenya Pipeline 
Company declined by 3.4 per cent in 
comparison with 1980. The Kenya 
Railways Corporation carried 1.2 per 
cent fewer tonnes of freight, although 
revenues were 32.2 per’cent higher due 
to new tariff rates. 

Goods landed and loaded at 
Mombasa Port increased by 1.2 percent 
during the first eight months in 1981 
compared with the same period in 1980. 
The increase was due toa rise of 21.1 per 
cent in the volume of goods loaded 
accompanied by a decline of 3.2 percent 
in the volume of goods unloaded. The 
number of passengers passing through 
both Nairobi and Mombasa 
international airport declined by 7.6 per 
cent, from 1,959,500 in 1980 to 
1,800,700 in 1981. The number of new 
Cars registered also declined from 
23,234 in 1980 to 18,000 in 1981. 
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e Tourism 


Touring in Kenya continued to be. 
affected. by recessionary global 
conditions. In the period January to 
ousber, 1981 a total of 3,369,000 
bednights were occupied compared to 
3,885,000 hotel bednights occupied in 
the same period of 1980. Since hotel 
capacity increased, there was a drop of 
one. per cent in the occupancy rate. 

European visitors continued to be the 
main customers of hotels in Kenya. 
Visitors from other African countries 
showed some increase, helped by Kenya 
hosting the OAU conference. Visitors 
from North Amenca. Scandinavia, and 
Asia have continued to decline. 


Information of visitor arrivals and 


departures is available for the period 
January to August, 1981. There were 
declines in holiday and transit visitors. 
There was 2 per cent decline in the 
number of departing visitors in the first 
eight months of 1981. Business visitors 
showed a rise from 21,043 to 25,885. 
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Outlook for 1982 

The international etonomic scene is 
still dominated by the results of policy 
actions taken earlier to bring down the 
rate of inflation. Unemployment is still 
high and increasing while contro! of 
money supply has led to high interest 
rates. Under the circumstances, 
developing countries are not likely to 
benefit from the impact of increased 
economic activity in advanced countries 
until possibly towards the end of 1982. 

Kenya’s prospects for higher 
economic growth in 1982 are closely 
tied to these international events. 
Overall economic performances should 
be similar to that experienced in 1981. 
However, the inflation rate will be 
higher than in the recent past so that 
GDP at current prices could exceed 20 
per cent and yet be below 4 per cent at 
constant prices.

He pointed out that no country 
could ignore unity, adding that 
unity was a prerequisite to 
prosperity. 

The President also lashed out 
at a few disgruntied politicians 
and some civil servants whom he 
said were waging a slanderous 
campaign designed to make him 
we er 4 among wananchi. 

resident Moi, who was 
speaking to a group of musicians 
and dramatists who called to 
entertain him at State House, 


Nairobi, narrated how such 
people were going round the 
country: spreading malicious 
rumours and distorting some of 
his directives to discredit him.

A WEEK after the cabinet reshuffle it 
is still difficult to say what the long 
-term implications of the c will 
be. One obvious observation which can 
be made is that the biggest winner in 
the reshuffle is Mr. Arthur Magugu 
who moved from the relatively low-level 
cabinet post of minister for health to 


the critical post of minister for finance. 


Given the trials and tribulations 
through which the Kenya economy has 
been going during the past two or three 
years, Magugu’s new post will keep him 


in the public limelight for quite a 


while, and if his record in the ministry 
of health is something to go by, this is 
attention which Magugu will relish, 
though in finance there is not the same 
kind of opportunity for headline catch- 


ing as Magugu enjoyed in health. He is 


unlikely, for instance, to make surprise 
visits to banking or financial institu- 
tions to ensure that they are being run 
cleanly, as he has done to hospitals in 
the past or to visit customs border posts 
to see whether goods are being smug- 
gled through Kenya’s borders without 
the usual customs duties being paid. 
But Magugu is aware that the public 
éxpects him to.do something about the 
country’s fiaances and econom i 
general; they expect him to aacae™ 

those things which many Kenyans, 


particularly businessmen, say went, 


wrong under Mr. Mwai .Kibaki’s 
stewardship of the ministry of finance. 
He will have to do sSmething demon- 
strable to prove that he means business, 
and it is not unlikely that he may want 
to review seriously some of the projects 
which in the recent past have been at 
the centre of controversy — the most 
spectacular one being the Kisumu 
molasses pacnt. 
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Magugu will be doing this while at 
tthe same time trying to convince exter- 
nal aid organisations and potential 
‘investors that Kenya will pursue the 
same moderate economic policies 
which have been the hallmark of 
Kenya's economic performance since 
independence. For more than a decade 
now those policies in the eyes of the 
World Bank, the IMF and related 
bodies have been associated with Ki- 
baki. It is inevitable that these bodies 
should for the time being adopt a 
position of wait-and-see, on Magugu 
will have to move fast to cultivate their 
confidence so as to ensure continuity in 
day-to-day relations between the 
ministry and aid and financial institu- 
tions abroad. Luckily the reshuffle has 
not affected the ministry's civil service 
and therefore continuity in relations 
between the ministry and the aid 
bodies at the technocfatic level is 
assured. 

As for Kibaki, he -has lost finance 
and gained home affairs. From a point 
of view of responsibilities, this is clearly 
a Sep downwards, for even though the 
ministry of home affairs traditionally 
carries considerable clout in Kenya it 
has been reduced to very little over the 
years. Prisons, remand hpmes and 
approved schools — the key sections of 
the home affairs portfolio — simply do 
not have the same. critical importance 
as finance. Kibaki, of course, remains 
vice-president of Kenya, and what he 
has lost on the one hand he may have 
gaified on the other; being finance 
rninister is a full-time job and to that 
extent it allowed Kibaki little time to 
devote to ordinary politics. In respect 
of Othaya politics (Kibaki is the MP for 
Othaya in Nyeri District) this did not 








make much of a ditterence; he was 
assured of re-election to parliament 
without opposition so long as he re- 
mained vice-president of Kenya. But in 
terms of national politics, it did make a 


big difference to Kibaki how much 


time he could devote to cultivating 
friends and allies among Kenya's politi- 
cal leaders, especially as a hedge 
against being dislodged from his elec- 
tive position as vice-president of the 
ruling party, Kanu. Freed from the 
duties of the ministry of finance, 
Kibaki should now have tire to devote 
to politics and make contingency plans 
for re- -election as Kanu vice-president 
at the forthcoming national executive 
elections of the ruling party. During 
the last party elections, Kibaki easily 
defeated Mr. Jeremiah Nyagah for the 
vice-presidency of the party, but that. 
was partly because of an ingenious 
election campaign strategy which en- 
sured victory for a whole slate of 
people. There is no longer the same 
kind of cohesion among party 
strategists that existed at the last party 
election, and there may be a number of 
factions contending for posts in such a 
manner that no one faction can be 
guaranteed of a clean sweep. Kibaki 
will surely be spending some of the 
time that he now has on his hands 
trying to plug’ any loopholes that might 
cause him difficulty in his quest for 
re-election. | 

The other senior minfter who 
appears to have lost out in the reshuffle 
is Mr. Charles Njonjo, minister for 
constitutional affairs. His former 
portfolto for home affairs went to. 
Kibaki, but that loss is more than 
compensated for by the fact that added 
to his portfolio is the immigration 
department.‘ Even the loss of the 
criminal investigations department of 
the police to the office of the president 
may be a blessing in disguise for 
Njonjo. In recent times some of the 
investigations and prosecutions which 
have resulted from CID work have been 
laid at the door of Njonjo. When those 
being investigated or prosecuted have 


been politicians, they have tended to: 


accuse Njonjo of using his control of 
the CID to harass people: he disagreed. 
with politically. This was the case when 
late last year a number of back-bench 
MPs came under investigation by the 
CID for alleged false mileage claims to. 
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the national assembly. With the CID 
out of his control, such accusa- 
tions will no longer be possible. 
A more important factor is Magugu's 
appointment: Magugu and. Njonjo are 
close political allies, and the elevation 
of Magugu to the ministry of finance 
cannot but strengthen Njonjo’s political 
clout which is impressive enough as it 
is. 

The reshuffle has also affected the 


‘office of the president somewhat. Two 


former ministers of state — Mr. G.G. 


Kariuki and: Mr. Nicholas Biwott — 
have been given their own separate 
ministries. Kariuki is now minister for 
lands, settlement and physical planning 
and Biwott is minister for regional 
development, science and technology. 
Observers are. not sure whether these 
are upward or downward moves. Both 
m nistries certainly carry enormous 
responsibilities: Land is still the most 
crucial factor in. Kenya's development, 
and as we move into the technological 
era in Afnca, science and technology 
will determine the pace and direction 
of Kenya's development. It is clear, 
then, that Kariuki and Biwott have 
their work cut out for them, but they 
are also losing something — the aura 
that goes with being minister of state in 
the office of.the president, an aura first 
created by the late Mr. Mbiyu 
Koinange who served in that office for 
years under the late President Jomo 
Kenyatta. The public in Kenya came to 
see a minister of state as having a very 
special relationship with the 
president, and this view applied to 
Kariuki and Biwott as much as it 
applied to Koinange under Kenyatta — 
which is not to say that Kariuki and 
Biwott will no longer have a special 
relationship with President Moi, but 
they definitely will lose the aura which, 
went with their former titles. / 

Kariuki’s and Biwott’s departure 
from the office.of the president leaves 
Mr. James Gichuru as minister of state 
responsible for defence. The assistant 
ministers are also left unchanged. So 
are the permanent secretaries. It 
should be safe to assume that last 
week's reshuffle will strengthen the 
assistant ministers but more so the top 
permanent secretaries — the chief 
secretary, Mr. Jeremiah Kiereini, and 
the secretary for cabinet affairs, Mr. 
Simeon Nyachae. 
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As ‘to the rest of the reshuffle, there 


has obviously been an effort on the part 
of the president to place the right man 


in the right job. As we mentioned in | 


these columns last week, the president 
ig still looking for a combination which 
would ensure efficiency in the workings 
of. the government machinery. The 
wide nature of the reshuffle — at 
ministerial, assistant ministerial and 
permanent secretarial levels — clearly 
suggests. that he has not been overly 
happy with government performance. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
current arrangement will de the trick. 


The reshuffle added two assistant 
ministers to the already large number 
of assistant ministers. One was Mr. Eric 
Khasakhala (information and 
broadcasting) and the other Mr. 
Otieno Ambalg’s (culture and social 
Services). Ambala’s appointment is the 
more interesting one for it has clear 
political overtones. Until two years ago, 
Ambala was a staunch supporter of 
Mr. Oginga Odinga, a former vice- 
president of Kenya. Indeed, Ambala 
was married to one of Odinga’s 
daughters though the marriage has 
since ended, and Ambala and Odinga 


no longer see eye to eye. Ambala has. 


-organised a number of delegations 
from Siaya to pledge loyalty to 
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President Moi and his government at 
times when the president or the ruling 
party has been critical of Odinga. One 
such time was a few weeks. after 
Odinga’s abortive atternpt to stand for 
election to the Bondo constituency seat 
which had been left vacant by the 
resignation of Mr. Hezekiah Ougo from 
parliament. Coming so soon after the 
president and the ruling party has 
taken Odinga to task for his recent 
virulent attack on government policies, 
Ambala’s appointment may be meant 
to show Luo leaders that it pays to be 
loyal to the government. Ambala, 
however, has an up-hill job ahead of 
him hanging on to his Gem 
parliamentary seat which he won in 
11979 from the former minister for 
‘power and communications and Kanu 
national chairman, Mr. Isaack Omolo 
Okero. It is reported that Odinga is 
determined: to campaign against 
Ambala during the next general 
election even if it means supporting 
Okero, with whom Odinga has been at 
loggerheads for years: Notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Stanley Oloitipitip’s contention 
that Odinga isa dead horse in politics, 
Ambala cannot be relishing the 
thoughts of having to go into battle 
during the next general election with

The spokesman said that. the 
ship received instructions from 


the pilot station to return to port, 
half an hour «efter the harbour 
pilot had disembarked. 

She returned to port following 
the instruction and anchored at 
Kilindini. The vessel was finally 
allowed to sail yesterday.

"The Wrong Arm of the Law..." 


THERE is a bad joke about an off-duty policeman who 
had no money to buy supper for his family one evening. 

According to the joke, the policeman asked his wife 
to place on the stove water for making ugali. He then put 
on his uniform, grabbed a spotlight and went to the road. 

The policeman flagged down several passing 
inotorists and randomly inspected their vehicles. He 
returned home with a packet of maize meal, a half kilo of 
meat, a loaf of bread, tea leaves, and a packet of milk 
and some sugar — all before the water at home had 
started to boil. 

That such a joke should be told about Kenya’s police 
force is bad enough. But that it should even sound 
plausible shows what a bad name the police force 
generally has been given by a handful of its members who 
demand or accept bribes from the public. 

Corruption in the force is mainly perpetrated by 
indisciplined junior wg seg but it has seriously tar- 
nished the image of the entire force and embarrassed the 
more conscientious senior officers. 

Some members of the police traffic department are 
especially most vulnerable to this kind of corruption. 
There are thousands of Kenyans to bear witness to this. 

Traffic policemen patrol the city streets and other 
major urban centres, usually in pairs, flagging down 
vehicies for random inspection. 

The main purpose of deploying these policemen on 
the streets of our towns and highways is to ensure that 
drivers observe traffic regulations, that the machines 
driven on our roads and streets are roadworthy and that 
they are properly licensed and insured. 

There are many occasions, however, when some of 
these policemen turn this exercise into a personal finan- 
cial operation by obtaining money from errant drivers 
and vehicle owners to overlook violation of traffic regula- 
tions. 

The matatus have become a gold mine for most of 
these unscrupulous policemen. As a result, heavily 
overloaded and badly serviced matatus can be seen over- 
speeding all over the country in total disregard of other 
road users, often causing considerable loss to life. 
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Many private motorists found driving cars with 
minor defects such as a malfuactioning indicator light, 
will testify to having been harassed by traffic policemen 
who wanted bribes. Such harassment usually takes the 
form of rude questioning. 

Policemen have even been known to get into such cars} 
and tobe driven around as they discuss the bribe. 

To save themselves the bother, most motorists give 
in to the policemen. 

There are, of course, some members of the public 
who of their own volition, bribe the police. But the police 
in these cases have acquired a reputation for accepting 
the bribes instead of bringing their bribers to book. 

_In_ spite of numerous warnings by President Moi, 
Police Commissioner Ben Gethi and other senior Govern- 
ment officials, corruption continues. 

It is in recognition of this that Mr. Gethi has decided 
to reorganise the Traffic Police Department. Mr. Gethi is 
understood to have ordered that traffic policemen may 

only stop cars for random inspection under the command 
of a senior police officer not below the rank of inspector. 

The new directive is intended to curb the abuse of 
power by unscrupulous junior officers and to also spare 
motorists unneceseary harassment. It is out hope that it 
will also go a long way to curb corruption in the Traffic 
— Department and improve the image of our police 
orce.

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CITY POLICE BOSS HELD ON THEFT CHARGE

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A SENIOR police officer was yesterday 
charged with wrongfully confining a 
man, stealing 2,000/- trom him and 
defeating the ends of justice. 

Elijah Murmet ole Sakaja, senior 
superintendent of police commanding 
Central Police Station, Nairobi, denied 
the charges before chief magistrate 
Fidahussein Abdullah. 

Ole Sakaja had earlier been suspen- 
ded by the Commissioner of Police, 
Senior State Counsel Sureta Chana told 
the court. Defence counsel H.P. 
Makhecha applied for bail, but Mrs. 
Chana opposed the application. She 
said ole Sakaja was to have appeared in 
court 24 days ago but he “a nded” 
when he was told by another officer that 
he was required to appear in court. 

Sakaja was accused that, on Novem- 
ber 17 in the Industrial Are 

Nairobi, jointly with another not in 
court, he conspired to falsely accuse 
charles Kirigo Ndungu of ogee a 
leopard skin contrary to the Wildlife 
Conservation and Management Act. 

Ole Sakaja also wrongfully confined 
Ndungu and stole 2,000/- from him, 
ac ing to the charge sheet. Mrs. 
Chana said 29 prosecution witnesses 
would be called and the hearing would 
last for about six days. 

Mrs. Chana, opposing bail, said ole 
Sakaia might abscond. 
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The court heard from Mrs. Chana 
that Sakaja had informed Snr. Supt. 
Wambua that he was going to hospital. 
“But Sakaja was not heard of until this 
morning when he went to the Nairobi 
Area Police headquarters and somebody 
at the Headquarters telephoned Snr. 
Supt. Wambua telling him Sakaja was 
there,” said the Senior State Counsel. 
She said Sakaja had then been collected 
from the headquarters and escorted to 


urt. 

“The search for Sakaja for the 24 days 
showed that he was not in any hospital 
nor in his house in Nairobi. If he abscon- 
ded for 24 days, he might do the same.” 

In applying for bail Sakaja said he 
had been interdicted since January 14. 
He said that on January 25 he was in the 
High Court giving evidence in a case. 
claimed Snr. Supt. Wambua did not téll 
him he wanted to take him to court and 
that he (Sakaja) had left for Kajiado 
thereafter and later to Mombasa to see a 
sick friend. He returned to Nairobi 
seven days later, the court heard. 

Mr. Abdullah ordered Sakaja to be 
released on a bond of 200,000/- with two 
sureties of the same amount. Sakaja was 
further ordered to deposit his passport 
with the court and ordered to report to 
CID headquarters every Monday and 
Thursday.

THE information office in 
Nakuru and Kenya News 
Agency editors in Nairobi 
yesterday drew sharp 
criticism from three MPs 
in Nakuru District for 
‘‘deliberately giving 
certain leaders a news 
blackout”’.

He 
said he and his colleagues 
may take up the issue in 
Parliament.

SINCE late last year and early this year, 
hardly a week has goneby without an 
accusing finger being pointed at the 
foresters or the squatters for the mess in 
forest industry. 

To many of us the mess is obscure 
except for occasional charges of foresters 
with corruption and quitting orders 
issued to squatters. 


The plight of squatters from the forest areas as a 
result of marching orders issued either by the 
forest authorities or the administration has started 
in the western part of the country.. 

Many of us thought everything was going on all 
right in the forest industry until recently when 
there was a flare-up between the Nandis and the 
Luhyas. - 

The President who personally went to the area 
te quell the warring tribes was touched by the 
serious injuries squatters had inflicted on the 
forest in the district. 

He took time off to direct the authorities in 
attendance to see to it that the squatters quit the 
forest areas presumably to stop any more 
annihilation of forest trees. 

The directive too, seems to have sent a cold chill. 
up the spines of those entrusted with preservation 
and creation of forests. 

The officer-in-charge of Kakamega forest 
department is — to have issued quit notices 
to squatters in Bunyala, Malava, Shikusa, KFA, 
Kisaina, Khapse, Allois and Kibiriki forests. An 
assistant chief from the same district was also 
reported to have given similar orders to squatters 
living in forests in his sub-iocation. 


This seems to be the beginning of a road and 
many more orders are expected to follow suit if the 
Government was to check depietion of forest and 
tree resources through uncontrolled felling of trees. 

The scramble of land for agriculture purposes in 
the forest areas goes back to the early stages of the 
century when the forest department lowly paid 
workers who were residing in the forest stations 
were free to subsidise their meagre earnings by 
growing food crops in cleared areas before tree 
seedlings were planted. 


All the time, a forester was required to allocate 
to employees under him an amount of land which 
was equivalent to the one he was supposed to plant 
with trees within one year. 

Cultivation of food crops lasted for three years, 
two years before the planting of young trees and 
one year after the aodian were put in the ground. 

ile determining areas to give out for cultiva- 
tion, the-forester had to use guidelines which were 


laid down by his department. These guidelines 


reqSired foresters not to aifow.clitivation dn steep 
slopés or where’ the groWing of the crops could 
interfere with water sheds or 60.6 metres from the 
riverbed. 

_ Except for the areas ruled out for farming, the 
others would be fully exploited before demarcation 
was carried out. a 

In the remote mountanous parts, pitsawing which 
is done by hand would be instifuted while in the 
lower regions licensed sawmillers would be 


e ed 

kay other trees which were not passed fit for 
timber were used as fencing posts with the 
remains being burned for fuel (charcoal). 

According to reports, the cultivation was con- 
trolled and was not in any way interfering with 
forestry development until recently when condi- 
tions of acquiring land for cultivation were rever- 


sed. 

It all began with all former casual labourers in 
the forest stations being employed on permanent 
basis and distributed to various sections of the 
depart ment as workspaid and subordinate staff. 

As a follow up, a ruling was made at Ministry 
Headquarters that cultivation in the forests could 
now be allowed to any one whether employed or 
not provided he was licensed and was capable of 
paying rent equivalent to the number of hectares 
he wanted to put under crop. 


Disharmonised 


The ruling not < disharmonised the quiet live 
the forest station labour hands used to enjoy but 


invited the tandless and the well-to-do into 
farming in the natural grasslands and treelands in 
the forest. 











Senior Government officers and politicians 
found their way into wheat-growing areas around 
Molo, Elburgon, Kericho and Mt. Kenya. Others 
took to Kakamega forests which are highly rated 
for sugarcane plantations. a? 

Due to seniority of the group, licesing was no 
longer entrusted on the foresters but on officers in 
the top cadres at the ministerial headquarters. 

The field officers up to the level of divisional 
forest officers (in charge of a number of foresters). 
who failed to tow the line of their bosses were 
transferred to remote areas after being accused of 
various unfounded shortcomings. 

The officers who opted to bow to the wishes of 
their superiors were assured of staying: in one 
station or division for years or even promoted to 
higher ranks but still going back to their old 
stations. 

An easy way of telling the field officers who are 
aligned to the headquarters is to ask an officer in 
affected areas the length of time he has been in one 
station and if the answer is more than three years 
then you will know there is some connection. 

As if that group was not big enough to hamper 
development of the forestry industry, there came 
another one of former squatters in the ‘White 
Highlands”. 

This second lot did not need to consult anyone 
but entered into the bushlands in the forest, 
pegged in their living structures and started clear- 
ing anything on sight to give room for cultivation. 

As some forests have big areas, the group would 
go right inside the uninhabitable areas and 
according to reports: ‘Within a short time they 
have established themselves’. Thereafter they 
‘would call others and exercise the powers of a 
landlord in the forest area. 

In the course of time and in the absence of 
family planning knowledge, the population of the 
squatters has swollen to such great heights that 
even the foresters cannot go anywhere near them. 
Some politicians, administratiye officers and 
heads from the forest headquarters have formed a 
protective shell around them. 

Any attempts by foresters to have the squatters 
removed are met with a transfer or with the 
reasoning: “Let them stay on until an alternative 
place is found to settle them.” 

It is no wonder that Western Province was the 
tirst one to be affected by the Presidential eviction 
order of squatters to leave Nandi District forests. A 
highly placed office? at the forest headquarters 
was said to have shielded squatters in Western 
Province forests from being kicked out. 

Another group of squatters is said to have been 
settled at the slopes of Mt. Kenya so as to put 
through a candidate during the 1979 parliame- 
tary elections. . 

A very senior officer in the personnel section of 
the Ministry is reported to have ordered many 
hectares of land to be dished out to landless from 
Meru District to help a candidate win the last 
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general elections. Other stretches of land were also 
authorised to be allocated to some highly placed 
offiters. 


Information 


When the information leaked, the 
officer parched up all frails leading to Flaca 
further to that relinquished the forester on the 
ground of his duties reportedly “without even 
ziving him a chance to defend himself’. 

In all these cases of legal or illegal trespass to 
public land, the most uncompromising thing 
about them is that they are all against the 
Government's policy of preserving the existing 
— and creation of new ones by planting more 

rees. 

It is inconceivable that when the Government is 
spending millions of shillings on development of 
forests, some individuals, squatters included, were 
bent on either destroying trees or blocking the way 


-for extension. 


The seriousness of the conflict between 
agricultural iand and for forestry is pointed out in 
the current five-year Development Plan which 
comes to an end in 1983. 

The plan notes that the encroachment of 
agricultural settlement onto forest land is a 
problem which is assuming major proportions. It 
adds that forest and tree resources have been 
depleted through uncontrolled felling of trees for 
charcoal burning and building materials. 

The plan further blames mismanagement of the 
saw industry for the inefficiency and wasteful 
exploitation of scarce forestry resources. 

The guide book in recognition of the need to 
curb more strangulation of the forests for the 
purposes of cultivation had recommended early 
formation of a National Lands Commission to 
review the situation. 


It further advanced that the National Lands 
Commission would be expected to seek a con- 
sensus, from a_nation-wide range of expertise, 
interests and opinions as the only way to solve the 
conflict between the demands for iand for 
agriculture use and for forestry. 

In the absence of the lands commission or in its 
dormancy, the conflict has outgrown its limits in 
Western Province and upper parts of the Rift 
Valley Province sending out in the cold squatters 
who have lived in the forest lands, some of them 
most of their lives. 

No doubt that the situation in the forests in 
other areas of the country is better or worse than in 
Kakamega and Nandi forests but it is a question of 
time before the areas are affected by the eviction 
orders not only for the sake of conserving soil and 
protecting water catchment areas but also for 
other by-products of trees.

(iovernment for the gesture, the 
Vice-Presideni appealed to frien- 


dly countries to assist Kenya and 
the Sudan to construct and com- 
plete the 574.7 km. road. 

Mr. Kibaki said the completion 
of the road will not only make 
easier the movement of the 
peoples of Kenya and the Sudan 
but that trade between the two 
sister states will be facilitated, 
KNA adds. 

“The Kenya/Sudan road link 
will also promote tourism and 
cultural contacts between the 
peoples of Kenya and the Sudan.

He said some of the percentage 
is used for local consumption, 
while the rest is available for sale 
to Kenya and other countries. 

Some of the technicalities 
involved in the deal are that the 
Kast African Refinery in 
Mombasa cannot refine light 
crude trom Nigerian oil wells. 
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————— 


Other factors to be considered 
are transportation of crude and 
its marketing. 

Mayor Sumba welcomed thes 
envoy's visit to the Coast as it 
could strengthen ties existing 
between the two countries. 

Earlier, the envoy who was 
accompanied by the Mombasa 
District Commissioner Mr.

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GOVERNMENT POLICY SAID TO HURT SUGAR GROWERS 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 18 Feb 82 p 6 
(Editorial: "A Bitter Setback for Sugar Growers"'] 


[Text] 


THE development of the sugar industry in Kenya 
since independence is a sweet story of great 
success. But it is now threatening to go sour. The 
industry is in a mess. Production is on a downward 
trend and urgent action is needed to save the situa- 
tion. 

At the time of independence, Kenya imported 70 

r cent of all the sugar consumed in the country, 

alf from Uganda. In one of the most determined 
efforts towards self-sufficiency, the country 
invested more than Sh. 4 billion in 15 years to 
expand the industry. And in 1979 sugar production 
for the first time outstripped consumption with a 
surplus of 40,000 tonnes for export. 

Although production has remained ahead of con- 
sumption since then the trend is beginning to 
change and the industry’s future prosperity is 
threatened. it is important to examine some of the, 
factors that have contributed to this and how the 
situation can be saved. 

First are two factors whose effects are, we hope, 
short-term — the dry spells of the past two seasons 
which were preceeded by the over-production of 
1979, and the frequent fires last year which caused 
extensive damage to several hundred thousand 
tonnes of uncrushed cane. 

Then there are the more serious long-term effects 
on the industry. These include the cane pricing 
system, costs of production, inadequate crushing 
capacity and lack of land utilisation policy. 

espite increased production the producer prices 
of sugar remained unreviewed from 1977 to 1980. In 
1980, the prices payable to farmers for uncrushed 
cane was raised from Sh. 133 per tonne to Sh. 150 
and again in 1981 to Sh. 170. This represented a 
total increase of about 3 per cent since 1977. 

Over the same period, the costs of transportation 
from growing areas to the factories, prices of 
pesticides and other inputs, as well as land 
preparation charges went up by about 100 per cent.

This obviously discouraged many farmers from 
producing more cane. 

The effects of the inadequate payments were 
aggravated by the. lack._of sufficient crushing 
facilities. Following the 1979 sugar production 
boom, the existing sugar mills were unable to 
handle the amount of cane from the outgrowers 
after taking in supplies from the factory-owned 
plantations. As a result, most outgrowers had 
nowhere to take much of their cane and it was left 
to rot in the fields. 

Tied up with the cane-pricing system and the 
operations of the factories is another problem 
involving payments to farmers. Not only are these 
often long delayed, but deductions made are often 
unrealistic. 

Take the case of Mumias sugar growers. In 1980, 


_the farmers were reported to have earned Sh. 62. 2 


million for one million tonnes of cane. The price of 
cane at the time was Sh. 133 a tonne. It is clear 
from these figures that farmers in the area earned 
only Sh. 62/20 per tonne of their cane; half the 
official price. 

Studies by experts strongly suggest that the 
sugar industry has little chance of surviving and 
expanding under the present structure where large 
factories control all the cane crushing facilities 
with the outgrowers at their mercy. Strong recom- 
mendations have been made for the establishment 
ee factories, or jaggeries, in the sugar 

eit. 

The rationale behind this is that such mini fac- 
tories would not only handle all the surplus cane 
that the existing factories cannot process, but they 
vould cut-down the transportation costs incurred 
v farmers since they are cheap and can be con- 
structed in the out-growing areas farthest from the 
‘actories. The Government, however, has not been 
cathusiastic about this. Neither have the large 
sugar factories, for obvious reasons. 

We, however, feel that these suggestions, as well 
as a more realistic pricing system, should be given 
serious consideration if the sugar industry is to be 
saved from collapsing. 

Along with this should be an exe mination of the. 
possibility of officially setting out the amount of 
acreage to be planted with sugar cane each year to 
avoid over-production which discourages farmers.

HOTEL RESPONDS TO COMPLAINT OF FAVORING COOPERANTS 
Maputo DOMINGO in Portuguese 21 Feb 82 p 28 


[Article by manager Joaquim Dai: "Serving Only the Cooperants?--The Rovuma 
Hotel Responds"] 


[Excerpts] As the public at large certainly must know, the civil service din- 
ing room used to be rather recently where the Rovuma Hotel is located now. 


The workers who come to the hotel to eat there are received and served in keep- 
ing with the possibilities and availabilities; the average number of patrons 
is about 900-1000 per day. 


To handle this situation, the hotel has arranged its dining rooms in‘the fol- 
lowing form; 


1. Private dining rooms for guests; 
2. Dining room for walk-in diners. 


The private dining rooms for hotel guests during this phase no longer have the 
capacity that would enable them to keep up with the number of hotel guests; 

it was therefore necessary to use a portion of the general dining room (the 
dining room for walk~in' diners) to accommodate the hotel guests although this 
does not impinge upon the rights which are reserved for theu as hotel guests. 


The beverage supply capacity at this moment is short of the hotel's require- 
ments; consequently, beverages are served to walk-in diners only in keeping 
with what is available; however, even without beverages, the hotel continues 
to serve meals to those who request them. 


For this hotel, there is no difference in the treatment of hotel guests, regard- 
less of whether they: are citizens or foreigners. 


In its daily plan, the hotel guarantees the room, food, and beverage for hotel 
guests whereas walk-in diners are served in keeping with what is available. 


This situation, when experienced by diners who do not try to find out just 
exactly what is going on from those in responsibility, can give rise to 
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interpretations such as those of our reader Maria Das Dores to whom we would 
like to explain the situation as follows. 


1. It is not true that the Rovuma Hotel serves beverages only to cooperants; 
as part of its daily plan, it distributes beverages throughout the dining rooms 
on the basis «f what it has received. 


2. As our * reader mentioned, "Most of the patrons are workers who live 
far away or even outside the city.'' The Rovuma Hotel believes that it is its 
duty to serve them meals, thus giving them the minimum necessary support for 
restoring their strength for the second period of work--hence the reasonable 
prices whica it charges and wiiich the lady reader herself admitted in her 
letter. 


3. Because the beverage supply situation has fallen short of the hotel's 
requirements and to improve understanding on the part of walk-in diners, the 
hotel took care to post next to the front desk a notice with the following 
content: “In this hotel, the fact that a meal is served does not necessarily 
mean that beverages will also be served.” 


4. The Rovuma Hotel accepts constructive criticisms and suggestions from its 
patrons and feels stimulated, regardless of whether this is done through the 
complaint register or through personal comments; however it would like to 
observe that. reader Maria Das Dores did not have the intention of 
correctly availing herself of these rights and instead decided to send the 
letter to which we are now replying and which can in many ways confuse the 
public. 


5. The Rovuma Hotel realizes that the arrival of cooperants is a necessity for 
the country's development, resulting from the profound study and knowledge of 
the shortage of specialists in the country among party and government leader- 
ship agencies. 


Since . Maria Das Dores included in her letter of criticism of the 
Rovuma Hotel the question as to the rights between cooperants and citizens-- 
since in this hotel there are oniy hotel guests who are given equal treatment 
regardless of their origin or nationality--the hotel would like to announce 
that it is not up to it to clear up this question; at the same time it advises 
the ' reader to address such questions directly to the competent party in 
government agencies.

GDR TRADE UNION OFFERS ASSISTANCE

[Excerpt] "The Union of Consumer Cooperatives of the GDR 
will establish material bases with a view to training 
Mozambican cadres for the cooperative sector in mediun- 
range and long-range terms," said Heinz Fahrenkrog, presi- 
dent of the Union of Consumer Cooperatives of that social- 
ist country, on leaving Mozambique at the end of a visit 
he has just made. 


Another aspect covered by that official has to do with the discovery of the 
growth of the cooperative movement in Mozambique, particularly in Maputo and 
Gaza. 


Talking specifically about the cooperation agreement signed at the end of the 
conversations with the National Coordinating Commission for Consumer Coopera- 
tives, he said that one of the areas in which cooperation will have an effect 
involves the training of cadres for the sector since the development of the 
cooperatives is currently hampered by the lack of supervisory personnel who 
could promptly handle the various problems. 


From that viewpoint, medium-term and long-term training courses will be given 
at the International School of the Union of Consumer Cooperatives of the GDR 
with provisions for the training of 30 students in each course. 


In addition to the training to be given in that country, the Union will support 
local training through the preparation of projects and training programs. 


On the other hand, the GDR cooperative agency will support the construction of 
a personnel training center to be set up in Maputo; technicians from the Union 
are scheduled to arrive in Mozambique to support the finalization of programs 

dealing with the establishment and organization of that facility.

GDR RAILROAD COOPERATION DESCRIBED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 4 Mar 82 p 10 


[Text] The renovation of 70 km of track on the rail line 
linking Beira to Moatize will begin in June of this year, 
it was disclosed by engineer Ramiro Lopes, manager, CFM 
{Mozambique Railroad]-Center in an interview yesterday 
given to the Collective of Plan 82 of Radio Mozambique. 


He said that this work will be done by an enterprise from the GDR together 
with CFM-Center. That enterprise already has a team in Beira which is draft- 
ing the project and preparing the work site. 


The 70-km of track on the Beira--Moatize rail line are a part of the section 
between Dondo and Duerundi. The work will have to be completed in April 1983. 
According to the blueprints, two sections of track will be replaced throughout 
the entire track bed, requiring the placement of heavier track, new railroad 
ties, and ballast. Im one-third of the section, the track wili be realigned 
and alternate track will be laid to eliminate curves. 


According to engineer Ramiro Lopes, the transportation capacity will be doubled 
by the time the line renewal project has been completed. Right now it has a 
capacity for handling seven trains and that will later be increased to 14. 


The CFM-Center manager said that freight traffic will not be affected during 
the. actual work, particularly the shipment of coal from the Moatize mines to 
the port of Beira. Crossing points are being built in the section and that 
will make it possible to keep the trains running in coordination with the work- 
ing hours of the engineers assigned to the project. 


Alluding to statements made, according to which the project is to be considered 
a rather ambitious one, engineer Ramiro Lopes said that he can see no reason 
for considering the project to be of such nature, although he did admit the 
existence of factors that can influence the project's completion deadline, such 
as the transportation of material and equipment. 


The CFM—Center manager said that proposals have been submitted to increase the 
coal handling capacity at the terminal in the port of Beira; these proposals 
will be analyzed on a central level to determine the amount of the investments 
to be made.

MAPUTO DENIES ZIMBABWE REPORT ON PIPELINE USE PRICE 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 2 Mar 82 p 5 


[Text] Maputo, February 28--The 011 pipeline between the Mozambican port 
of Beira and Zimbabwe should be ready to reopen shortly, following a third 
round of talks between Cabinet Ministers of the two countries. 


Zimbabwean Energy Development Minister Simbi Makoni told reporters here on 
Saturday that his latest talks with Finance Minister Rui Baltazar and Ports 
and Surface Transport Minister Alcantara Santos would "make it possible to 
begin operation" and that the remaining technical requirements should be 
satisfied "in the shortest possible time." 


Mr Makoni said the talks had concerned "the general conditions for operating 
the pipeline" and had not dealt with the financial question which, he said, 
was a matter for discussion between the Zimbabwean Government and Lonrho, 
the private company which owns the pipeline. However, the Minister said he 
did not expect the issue of tariffs to delay the reopening. 


The Mozambican Transport Ministry, quoted by the local magazine Tempo, 
denied earlier this month Zimbabwean reports that the Maputo Government 
was asking for 30 dollars a ton for the use of the pipeline. The magazine 
said most of the delay was due to the fact that Lonrho, the British-based 
company that built the pip2line and would get most of the transport fees, 
was asking Zimbabwe for 24 dollars a ton, 


Petrol, Diesel 


The 300-kilometre~long (200 miles) steel line will pump refined petrol and 
diesel oil from Beira to the old Feruka refinery near the Zimbabwe border 
town of Umtali. The refinery will serve as a storage depot until a final 
decision has been taken on whether to renovate it for full operation, a job 
that has been estimated at more than 60 million dollars, 


With a capacity of 1.2 million tonnes a year, the pipeline is expected to 
meet Zimbabwe's demand for motor fuel, and the reopening should end the 
severe shortage which has led to restrictions on motoring in the country 
since last September, 
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Mr Makoni said that all other petroleum products, such as aviation fuel, 


paraffin and lubricants, would be transported from Mozambican ports by 
railway. 


The pipeline agreement is of great political importance to Mozambique and 
Zimbabwe, since both countries are eager to reduce the regional domination 
of the South African transport system. (A.F.P.)

LAM-SWAZI AIRLINES COOPERATION--A Boeing 737 aircraft of LAM [Airlines of Mozam- 
bique] has been making flights for "Royal Air Swazi" since 22 February for a 
period of 3 weeks. The lease contract for this aircraft, which was signed 
within the context of SADCC [Conference for Development Coordination in South- 
ern Africa] provides that the crew is to be initially completely Mozambican; 
in the meantime, however, a course has already been given in Maputo to cabin 
personnel from "Royal Air Swazi" who will be accompanied by an on-board as- 
sistant from LAM.

Coloured politics play (a) 
in the immediate future 
and (b) in an independent 
SWA. 
BB: The Coloured 
definitely has a role to fill. 
He is in the fortunate posi- 
tion that he has undergone 
an evolutionary political 
change and can now, 
through his experience, 
make a contribution to the 
day-to-day issues. 

The Coloured is also in 
the privileged position that 
he has both Black and 
White blood running in his 
veins and as a result he can 
be a stabilising poltical fac- 
tor between Black and 
White, especially in an in- 
dependent SWA. 

WA: Do you think the 
recent political changes re- 
quire an election so that 
the people can air their 
views? 

BB: I don’t think it is 
necessary to dissolve a 
government and have an 
election every time a crisis 
arises. The whole débacle 
in Brown politics 
developed because the Op- 
position wanted to take ad- 
vantage of an unimportant 
matter. It is not difficult to 
incite emotions, but solving 
problems is a different 


thing altogether. This 
whole affair was blown up 
by the press. The so-called 
2 (00 people who 
demanded my head, and 
who in fact numbered less 
than a third of the quoted 
figure, weren't dissatisfied 
with tc political situation 
per se but about social is- 
sues, especially housing. In 
any case, my argument 
was that there were more 
than 15000 people who 
did not demand my neaa, 
because in Khomasdal 
alone there are more

-lowed, namely to do the

The Brown Executive 
Committee could solve the 
problem overnight if only 
we could obtain funds but 
we are being handicapped 
because there isn’t clarity 
about the division of funds 
for housing. 

WA: Racial discrimina- 
tion is supposed to be 
abolished but there are still 
matters such as work per- 
mits for Coloureds from 
SA while Whites don't 
need permits. How do you 
feel about this? 

BB: This situation ap- 
plies mainly to the Whites 
and the Coloureds, the 
other poulation groups are 
not really affected by it. 
Once again the ideal would 
be standard legislation for 
all the people of SWA. But 
because there wasn’t 


legislation applying to 
Whites from SA working 
in SWA in the past, the 
question now arises 
whether the gates should 
be opened indiscriminately. 
What would happen if half 
of the people from 
Bonteheuwei arrived here 
tomorrow? That would 
definitely hold a threat for 


the Brown people of SWA. 
Therefore it is important 
that work opportunities for 
Black, Brown and White 
Southwesters should be

In _ the meantime, 


WA: Last week, three 
ethnic groups requested the 
decomposition of _ the 
Ministers’ Council and 
suggested that a more 
representative government 
body be created. How do 
you feel about this issue? 
BB: It is the democratic 
right of any group to air its 
Opinion and I grant them 
that but ! don’t feel a 
government can be dis- 
solved without following 
the whole democratic 
process. I don’t think there 
is any government in the 
world who can satisfy 
everybody. My modest 
opinion is that these groups 
should allow democracy to 
be followed to its logical 
conclusion if they are 
democratic, taking into 
consideration that the first 
tier was composed ac- 
cording to the results of the 
1978 election. 


WA: There have ',een in- 
dications of serious friction 
within the DTA wver the 
past months. Do you ‘hink 
the DTA is still a factor in 
South West Afiican 
politics? 

BB: I am still convinced 
that the DTA is the only 
umbrella organisation that 
can beat Swapo in an elec- 
tion. I don’t have any 
doubts about that. If there 
is talk about friction in the 
DTA, I can only say this: I 
would be a worried man if 
everyone in the DTA 
always agreed with 
everything. The fact that 


there are differences of opi- 
nion, and even friction, is 
only a way in which 


power in SWA? 


WA: Why are you active- 
ly involved in politics? 

BB: My involvement in 
the politics of SWA 
stretches back a couple of 
years. I feel a peaceful 


solution has to be found 
for the Territory’s 


making this possible, I feel 
I can make a contribution. 
My greatest ideal is to con- 
tribute towards a bloodless 
settlement of the SWA 
situation. 

WA: In the recent past 
your personal life was 
brought under focus. There 
were references to your 
work as circus organiser 
and prior to that there was 
a charge of alleged rape 
against you. How did this 
affect your public image? 


BB: Any politician 
should know when he 
enters public life, that the 
Opposition will explolit 
every aspect of his per- 
sonal life for cheap 
political propaganda and 
capitai. I try to shy away 
from cheap and banal 
politics as far as possible 
because it cannot heip to 
solve any problems. 


I don’t think a person’s 
previous occupations can 
affect your present position 
at all. My approach has 
always been that work is 
honourable and besides, I 
gained the extinction of be- 
ing the first non-White ever 
to organised the ad- 
ministration of a circus 


group. 

With regard to the rape 
charge it is well known 
now that it was a political 
plot and I find it regrettable 
that certain people have to 
sink to such a low ievel 
that. they would apply 
those methods when they 
frail to make progress in a 
democratic way. 

Those are the political 
storms one has to get used 
to. It is my policy to keep 
away while a storm is rag- 
ing, and when the dust has 
settled [ make the right 
move. I don’t think this 
denigration has caused per- 
manent damage to my 
image as a politician. 
WA: For an_ outsider 
Coloured politics looks 
rather confusing. Can you, 
in short, explain the issues. 
BB: I don’t think Brown 
politics is more confusing 
than National Party 
politics in SA. The Labour 
Party also hed its Treur- 
nichts and Hartzenbergs 
but these elements were 
eliminated through a 
purification process. The 
whole futile excercise was 
created by ambitious politi- 
cians. 
persuing their personal 
aims. I survived five 
political coup d’etats in 
one year — a claim that 
can be equalled by few 
other African leaders. 
Firstly I was forced to 
resign as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee; 
after that there was the 
drama with the election of 
a new Chairman; then I 
was unconstitutionally 
suspended from the party 
and this had an aftermath 
in the Supreme Court. The 
case was settled outside the 
Court and the former 
leader had to pay all costs, 
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because he didn’t have a 
leg to stand on. After this 
came the alleged rape case, 
and following that an at- 
tempt to hijack the 
Congress of the Labour 
Party. 

However, none of these 
attempts succeeded. The 
Labour Party was purified 
politically in the process 
and it strengthened the 
party. Recently highschool 


children were used to try 


and muster support against 
the Labour Party but this 
was also a total failure. 
Problems t’:at are ex- 
perienced in Brown politics 
are largely due to the fact 
that the Labour Party, 
which is now the represen- 
tative government of the 
day, inherited years of bad 
planning, especially 
regarding housing, and it is 
now expected of the party 
to rectify 30 years’ 
problems in one day. With 
the so-called split in the 
Labour Party, when the 
former leader ccilavorated 
with the Opposition to get 
rid of me in Brown politics, 
I survived the coup with 
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One vote. Three members 
of the Labour Party 
walked over to the Opposi- 
tion — and all three have 
since applied for re- 
admission to the party so 
that the Labour Party 
recovered its original ma- 
jority in the House. 

It is clear to me that 
Coloured politics is slowly 
but surely taking its right- 
ful position, and in this 
process the Labour Party 
is stepping forward 
prominently. 

WA: Do you think there 
is a future for ethnic 
politics in an independent 
SWA? 

BB: The ideal would, of 
course, be one Namibia, 
one nation. That is also the 
dream of the Labour 
Party. However, certain 
aspects have to be taken 
into consideration in order 
to realise the ideal. It 
would be a political mis- 
take to ignore ethnicity. 
Political theory is all very 
well and in most cases it 
has all the answers for 
political problems, but if 
political theory cannot be 
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synchronised with prac- 
tical politics a situation wiil 
develop where more 
probiems are created than 
solved. 

Because each group in 
SWA has its own identity 
and because the language 
and cultures differ from 
group to group, provision 
will have to be made for 
the different aspirations in 
an independent Namibia. 
One only has to look at the 
continent of Africa to 
realise how important it is 
not to try and reject 

One’s aspirations should 
be to create a national un- 
ity from the diversity of the 
different sociai, economic 
and political structures of 
the 11 population groups 
in SWA. Ethnicity should 
not be overemphasised, but 
should on the other hand, 
not be lost sight of. To 
omit ethnicity totally from 
the political composition 
can only lead to more dis- 
satisfaction. It is to no 
one’s benefit to solve one 
problem and to create 
another in its place. That 
brings you nowhere.

SWAKARA-NUUS 
the Karakul industry’s 
journal, has called for 
the establishment of ‘a 
Karakul institute in 
Namibia. 

According to an 
editorial in the journal, 
such an institute should 
have a technical research 
division and a_ practical 
division, for the testing of 
new techniques. 

Research could be done 
into new techniques in ar 
tificial colouring, refine- 
ment and manufacture. In 
the practical division, these 
new techniques could be 
iested in a comparatively 
Short time, and if they are 
successful, breeding- 
material could be made 
available. 

The journal says the 
costs of setting up such an 
Institute should be carried 
by the producers, through 
the Karakul boards, the 
distributors, through the 
auction houses, 
wholesalers, retailers, 
cooperatives etc, and the 
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state. This institute would 
replace the current “un- 
satisfactory information 
service and test farms”. 

The journal envisages a 
farming unit of about 
5Q000 sheep for the in- 
stitute which would be able 
to generate its own income, 
with time, and a proportion 
of the expenses could be 
covered in this way. 

In a lengthy editorial 
surveying the problems 
facing the industry 
,Swakara-Nuus argues 
that one of the big 
problems facing the in- 
dustry 1s the low prices be- 
ing paid to farmers 

“The last word has not 
been spoken about the 
price a Swakara fur should 
fetch to ensure that the in- 
dustry stabilises again and 
can compete against other 
types of small-stock farm- 
ing. it would — seem, 
however, that it would be 
in the region of R15 to 
R16.” 

Other probiems the jour- 
nal menticnas are the 
drought, inflation and the 
high cost of money. 
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“A few lessons could be 
learnt from the building 
societies about how they 
do things — tax-free invest- 
ments in good times and 
such things should be 
looked at.” 


About the question of 
competition amongst 
Karakul distributors, the 
journal says: “The 
pointless wasting of money 
and energy on local com- 
petition for the supply and 
destribution of furs has so 
far done little or nothing to 
improve the price or 
quality of the product”. 


In a sepe.ate news item, 
the journal reports that the 
three - Kerakul- 
cooperatives, Agra, SAKK 
and BKB and Hudson’s 
Bay, held discussions in 
Pretoria recently about 
possibilities for rationalis- 
ing the industry’s 
marketing practices. A 
decision is to be taken on 
March 16 on how to imple- 
ment the steps towards 
rationalisation.

TABLE TOP INVESTS IN WALViS

TABLE TOP is in- 
vesting R2,5 million in a 
new white-fish process- 
ing factory in Walvis 
Bay. 

The factory is due to 
open on March 22 and will 
take over the premises of 
an old canning factory 
which closed down a 
number of years ago. 
Apart from some struc- 
tural changes. Table Top 
has added on a new |! 600- 
ton coid store and has in- 
stalled engine rooms for 
the store. 

The factory belonged to 
Namib Fisheries, but 
closed down due to the 
decline in the pelagic 
fishing industry. The new 
factory will process mostly 
hake. which will be smoked 
and turned into filletted 
portuons, fish fingers and 
fish cakes. 

Initially, the factory will 
be staffed by 120 factory 
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workers, and will expand 
to 200 in the next four 
months. After that, the fac- 
tory will expand “as we 
go”, according to Mr 
Robert Wight, the new 
General Manager. 

The factory will only be 
involved in processing the 
fish. It will be supplied by 
Marine Products, 2 sister 
company. Fedfood took 
over Table Top from a 
Bntish Company two 
years ago, and also owns 
Marine Products. As Mr 
Wight said, the develop- 
ment is “entirely within the 
family”. 

“It is a joint venture kept 
within the Fedfood group”, 
he said. 

“Marine Products will 
supply the trawlers and the 
fishing expertise and will 


deliver the fish to the 
door.” 
Marine Products will 


continue with its fishmeal 
and pelagic fish operations. 
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The establishment of the 
processing factory in 
Walvis Bay will have a rip- 
ple effect on local business. 
Already, Marine Products 
has bought an additional 
trawler to add to its fleet. 
She is the 52 m Cap Blanc 
Nez from France. The ship 
is at present still in Cape 
Town having a new factory 
deck fitted. 

The fish will not be 
refrigerated on board, but 
iced, and will be offloaded 
at the jetty a mere 300m 
away from the addition, 
the factory will be supplied 
with corrugated cartons by 


a local manufacturer. 
Plastics will come from 
Cape Town. 


“Initially”, Mr Wight 
said, “the whole of our 
production is going to 
SWA and SA. At a later 
stage. we will be looking at 
the overseas market.”

I’m not one who believes 
in maintaining a free press 
merely because it looks 
good to the outside world; 
I believe in it because it is 
an essentiai element of 
responsible freedom of 
speech, it is an essential 
element of free govern- 
ment. Free government is 
open government. 

ine freedom of the press 
however is not a licence for 
the press to do as it 
pleases, but it is freedom 
for it to do its properly ap- 
pointed iask. The press has 
a duty of prime importance 
and that is to relate news 


as it is and to act as a guar- 
dian of a whole set of 
public values. 

One definition of news is 
publication of that which 
governments would rather 
have unpyblished. This is 
perhaps an extreme posi- 
tion, but the argument does 
have considerable merit. 
Indeed, proof of the pud- 
ding is that once a govern- 
ment becomes oppressive, 
among its first tasks is to 
muzzle a free press. 

This does not mean by 
the nature of things that 
the press should take up a 
strong position against 
government on every issue 
that arises, but it does 
mean that the press should 
have the right and a duty 
to report the facts. 


IMPOSSIBLE 

Often it is demanded of 
the press that it should be 
impartial and objective 
Frankly, that epitomises 
the impossible and the ab- 
surd. Indeed, nothing is 
more misunderstoud than 
the much publicised princi- 
ple of impartiality. Some 
journalists describe 
themselves as “completely 
impartial” in the handling 
of news, but that descrip- 
tion is misleading. Nobody, 
but nobody can be com-

pletely impartial in that 
context. Nor should it be 
demanded of newspapers. 
But what can be requested 
however is basic honesty 
on the journalist’s pat — 
honesty to himself and 
honesty to his readers. 

RDM Ombudsman 
James McClurg writes that 
those facts which a 
reporter sees as primary 
and those that he sees as 
secondary (the other side 
of the story) will in the first 
place be determined by his 
temperament, education 
and social background. 
Beyond that, he will in- 
evitably be influenced by 
his working environment 
and, in the long run, by the 
policies of the newspapers 
he serves. 

This does not mean that 
he will be indoctrinated in 
those policies, but they will 
certainly seep into his con- 
sciousness and help to con- 
dition the way that he ap- 
proaches any assignment 
in which facts need to be 
assessed and evaluated. 

If. for instance, a 
reporter's newspaper sup- 
ports the Government, he 
will tend to accept state- 
ments from __ official 
quarters such as the Police 
and the Defence Force on 
their face value — after 
which he may well seek the 
“other side”. 

But if his newspaper is 
anti Government, he will 
view such statements with 
caution, if not scepticism. 
Sometimes he will look 
elsewhere for information 
that could form the main 
thrust of his story. A 
perfectly honest procedure, 
but is it objective? 

Anyone who doubts this 
need only compare the 
reports and headlines in the 
two main Afrikaans new- 
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spapers in SWA on sub- 
jects of major national im- 
portance. 


DAMAGED 
CREDIBILITY 

To many observers, Mc- 
Clurg writes, this 
dichotomy in the press 
damages its credibility. 
True, he says, press par- 
tisanship is often excessive, 
expecially in the news 
columns where renders 
search for facts rather than 
opinions. Yet if public opi- 
nion ts to mean anything at 
all in our society, it is es- 


sential that newspapers 
should reflect contrasting 
points of view — and reflect 
them vigorously. 

In any event, it is my 
belief that a genuine free 
press requires partiality as 
well as impartiality. A new- 
spaper and the journalists 
it employs mus. -tand for 
something. There are 
always things that have to 
be deprecated. 

It is right and proper 
that The Advertiser, for ex- 
ample, like the ordinary 
citizen, should be obliged 
to stand for that which is 
right, even if it clashes with 
the interests of the 
authorities. Indeed, an 
honest and upright paper 
should not deny partiality, 
rather it should proclaim 
and define it. 

Having said that, a new- 
spaper should be tolerant 
of the inevitable and 
legitimate opposition oj in- 
terests that it will come up 
against. A healthy society 
undoubtedly requires a cer- 
tain amount of internal ten- 
sion while it also requires a 
competition of interests 
and ideas. In the realm of 
the mind too, in 
philosophy, religion and 
other facets of life, the 
progress of our society de- 


mands the vigorous pitting 
of ideas against each other. 
in fact, only in that way 
can the best results be 
achieved. 
STAND ALOOF 

It is im this respect 
however that a good new- 
spaper should do its best to 
practise impartiality in the 
conventional sense of the 
word. Such a newspaper 
needs to stand aloof and 
view with refined profes- 
sional detachment all those 
opposition of interests and 


values within the country 
which do not fall outside 
the scope of the shared 
loyalty to the country. 

. There is, of course, some 
truth in the allegation that 
the press is attracted by 
‘negative’ stories. Indeed, it 
is not for nothing that 
some newspapermen .are 
referred to as ‘vultures’ — 
where disaster strikes they 
wing in. But then thé blame 
surely should not be placed 
squarely on the shoulders 
of newspaperment; the 
vulture press conforms en- 
tirely to human nature. 


SAAN’s London cor- 
respondent, Stanley Uys, 
notes that “it is the vulture 
press in the world which 
has the biggest circula- 
tion.” 

“Some of the most 
vociferous critics of press 
‘sensationalsm’ wouldn't 
read a serious newspaper if 
you bought it for them”, he 
says. 


BORING 

_ “The trouble with ‘good’ 
news, in the Soviet sense, is 
that it is boring to the point 
of unreadability. And it is 
deceptive and it is mis- 
leading”. 

It is, of course, true that 


Southwesters could be a lot 
more effectively cushioned 
from bad journalism 
through the establishment 
of our own Press Council. 
Indeed, the sooner this in 
introduced, the better it will 
be for all of us. A Press 
Council would probably 
bolster the standard of 
journalism, it would do 
much to enhance matters 
of natioral safety, security 
and economy and it would 
help safeguard the rights 
and privacy of individuais. 


COURAGEOUS 

Overall, the standard of 
journalism in SWA is not 
too bad; it is certainly not 
characteristic of the im- 
moral, irresponsible yellow 
press that one finds 
elsewhere in the world. 
Some of it is of an extreme- 
ly high standard, has con- 
siderable flair and is most 
courageous. 

In any event the State 
and public at large are well 
protected by 30 or more 
laws which have been 
adopted from SA _ and 
which govern media prac- 
tice. Some of this legisla- 
tion is extremely harsh. 
One local newspaperman 
said aptly that keeping 
within newspaper law in 
SWA is like walking a 
minefield. And that local 
newspapers are so infre- 
quently charged for 
maalpractices and sued for 
damages says a lot for the 
local press. 

This in itself perhaps 
Suggests something else: 
we don’t need increased 
control and nor do we need 
new laws. 

If there are problems, 
the existing _ legislation 
should just be more effec- 
tively applied. 

And thats it.

MYSTERY BLAST INVESTIGATION--Police are still investigating the aftermath 

of a massive mystery blast which flattened one wall and part of the roof 

of a Kavango tribal office seven kilometers from Kuring Kuru on the border, 
The explosion, which shattered the night of February 25 for a radius measur- 
ing several kilometers, is suspected of having YVeing caused by a bomb, Police 
say. A Police spokesman in Windhoek said this week that a case of contra- 
vention in terms of explosives legislation as well as breaking and entering 
with attempted theft, might be submitted but that no arrests had been made, 
It seems that the Police are treating the matter as one of criminal liability 
rather than as sabctage, The target of the intrusion was apparently a steel 
safe, not mounted into the office buiiding but too heavy to be transported, 
according to Police comment. The intruders apparentiy misjudged the situa- 
tion regarding the safe and blew the offices apart in places without gaining 
access to the contents of the safe. The Police spokesman said he did not 
know what was in the safe because it was too mangled from the blast to have 
been opened yet.

PROJECTS FINANCED BY FAC GRANTS NOTED 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 11 Feb 82 p 2 
[Article from BULLETIN DE L'AFRIQUE NOIRE, No 1124] 


[Text] At the end of 1981, several development projects (already underway or 
whose completion often takes 2 years) were financed in Niger by subsidies from 
the Aid and Cooperation Fund (FAC). 


T2lecommunications projects, mainly the expansion of our telecommunications net- 
work (20 million French francs) and television for schools (53.75 million French 
francs), garnered most of the FAC subsidies, which totaled 73.75 miilion French 
francs (1 French franc = 50 CFA francs). 


Public works received 27.6 million French francs in FAC subsidies: facilities on 
the Tsernaoua-Tahoua road, 6 miilion francs; the Keita~Ibohamane road, 1.5 million; 
construction of two bridges over the Maggia (5.2 million francs); the feasibility 
study for the Kandadji Dam (9.3 million francs); and extension of the railroad of 
Benin-Niger Joint Organization (OCBN) from Parakou to Niamey (5 million francs). 


Rural development received 23.64 million French francs for nine projects, parti- 
cularly development of the Niger River (development of the Lossa hydroagricultural 
area and the Tiaguire Basin), which received 9.44 million French francs, and 
support for INRAN [presumably Agronomic Research Institute of Niger] for training 
and equipment (350,000 French francs). 


Development of agriculture (fourth installment) in the Department of Dosso con- 
cerns agricultural extension work on 45,000 hectares (niebe, millet, cotton and 
peanuts) received 2.2 million French francs, while the project carried out in 

the same department with aid from the BDPA [Bureau for the Development of Agri- 
cultural Production], the CFDT [French Company for the Development of Textile 
Fibers] and the IRFA [expansion unknown], to be taken over by the World Bank, re- 
ceived 2.65 million French francs. 


Rehabilitation of the Dallol Maour! palmyra plantation, whose objective is 2,700 
hectares of palmyra trees, received a subsidy of 1 million French francs. Parti- 
cipation in the animal health project in Niger received 2 million francs, while 

the integrated development of Dosso, financed by the IBRD [International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development], the CCCE [Central Fund for Economic Cooperation] 
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and the FAC received 2,6 million francs, Finally, modernization of the grazing 
area in southern Tamesna, involving the improvement of livestock grazing on 
400,000 hectares, obtained 2.2 miilion French francs from the FAC (and 8.8 mil- 
lion French francs from the CCCE). 


Water projects involve total financing from the FAC of 8.32 million francs. They 
concern construction of wells in the southern region of the country (58 wells 
drilled by the BRGM Geological and Mineral Prospecting Office], including 54 by 
OFEDES [Office of S bsoil Water]}), or 2,946,000 French francs, supplying water to 
rural centers and grazing areas in the Nigerien Liptake (1.78 million French 
francs), hydrological studies in the Ader Doutchi Maggia (ORSTOM [Overseas Scien- 
tific and Technical Research Office]: 500,000 French francs) and the building of 
mathematical modeis of the underground water levels in Air and Irhazer (1.2 million 
French francs). 


Village water projects involving the supplying of pumps for 110 wells drilled in 
Liptako-Gourma, a joint FAC-CCCE operation, received 7 million French francs, 
including 1.4 million French franes from the FAC. Other hydrological studies with 
ORSTOM assistance received 500,000 francs. 


Finally, several other projects, particularly the solar energy plant at Ouallam, 


aid to public health, the institute for industrial training, the master plan for 
the city of Niamey, data on water resources, and so on, received FAC subsidies.

PRESIDENT DISCUSSES SENEGAMBIA, ALLEGED LIBYAN ROLE IN COUP 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 16-17 Jan 82 p 16

[Excerpts] Banjul APS [Senagalese Press Agency] (Permanent Bureau)--In an 
interview given over the BBC on Tuesday, Dr Dawda Kairaba Jawara, Gambian 
chiei of state, accused Libya of being involved in the aborted coup attempt 
of 30 July. We know, the Gambian chief of state asserted, that Libya was in 
contact with those who tried to overthrow the government. The latter, 
according to Dr Jawara, had received training and advice from Libyans ever 
since the events of October 1980 and some of these elements spent time in 
Libya on several occasions. The Gambian chief of state said that the trial 

in progress will shed light on Libyan involvement in this affair. He 
attacked those countries which do not hide their desire to topple Gambia and 
Senegal, including those nations in the eastern part of the African continent. 


Asked about the coniederation, Dr Jawara noted that the security sought with- 
in the framework of the confederation with Senegal has already permitted 
Gambia to live under improved conditions. He said this was recognized by 

the majority of the Gambian peopie. 


The Gambian chief of state also commented on two questions which certain 
circles had raised regarding the so-called inequality of s*atus of the two 
states and the Gambian peoples’ so-called inferiority complex which could 
affect them adversely vis-a-vis Senegal. 


Dr Jawara pointed out that the treaty establishing the confederation took 
into consideration certain realities such as the size of the states as well 
as their populations, without denying Gambia the right to speak out on 
questions such as the security of the confederated states. 


The Gambian chief of state also came out against the so-called inferiority 
of the Gambian people. He said, /'There is no intrinsic superiority of the 
Senegalese over the Gambians, and it is up to the Gambians to rise up to the 
challenge of the confederation."/ 


Asked about the impact of the executions on a small society like Gambia, Dr 
Jawara called attention to two factors: first of all, the week of armed 
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terror against the people which resulted in 500 dead and, then, the reper- 
cussions on Gambian public opinion if the guilty went unpunished. Dr Jawara 
also refused to make a distinction between Cherif Dibba and the other de- 
tainees charged on the same criminal grounds. According to the Gambian chief 
of state, it is up to the courts to decide on the fate of the leader of the 
National Convention Party. 


President Jawara, moreover, rejected the charges of corruption against his 
government which, he stressed, is no more corrupt than any other government. 


Dr Jawara listed the measures taken by his government to fight this evil. He 
nevertheless was of the opinion that /"We cannot make angels of people; it is 
the duty of each individual to denounce every criminal act."/ 


The Gambian chief of state also said, /"I expect the highest qualities from 
my ministers who would be thrown out if they were to deviate from this path."/ 


In this connection, Dr Jawara said that any minister found committing mis- 
deeds would be brought to justice. 


President Jawara rejected any possibility of change in the economic policy 

of the government. Coup d'etat or not, the government policy has always 
aimed at raising the economic level of the poor, the Gambian chief of state 
noted und he rejected Marxist-Leninism as not being in the interests of the 
Gambian people. President Jawara observed, /"When one considers what the 
Gambian people inherited from colonialization, one must agree that its govern- 
ment has achieved great progress since Gambia acquired its international 
sovereignty."/ 


Finally, President Jawara corfirmed that general elections will be held, 
probably in April. The elections will not lead to a lifting of the state of 
emergency, but all parties will be allowed to conduct their campaigns and to 
hold public meetings.

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES ADOPTS SECCND 5-YEAR PLAN 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 15 Jan 82 p 20 
{Article by Deyda Aidara: ''Deputies Adopt Second 5-Year Plan"] 


[Text] Following its ratification of the treaty creating Senegambia, the 
Chamber of Deputies at once began examining and then adopted the Second 
Five-Year Pla’ which had been defended by the minister of economic planning 
and industrial development. It follows from his expose that the plan is an 
instrument whose size exceeds the size of Gambia itself because it takes into 
account the prospects offered by the confederation. 





Dr Manneh feels that the state is faithful to its democratic options, namely 
the realization of economic growth and social well-being. The minister said 
that to achieve this there must be political stability and social justice, 
foundations for any enduring economic progress. He added that the govern- 
ment is determined to continue the developmental effort despite economic 

and budgetary difficulties. Although the long-term goals of the First Five- 
Year Plan as well as those of the Second Plan are similar, it is no less 
true that priorities have changed. Thus, productive sectors, primarily 
agriculture, have seen their budgets grow from 16.3 percent to 30 percent, 
to the detriment of expenditures in equipment and infrastructure which had 
top priority during the First Plan. 





This trend can be understood: agriculture contributes 30 percent to the 
gross national product and represents 90 percent of the export revenues. 

The plan also stresses improvement.of both rural and urban conditions. To 
this end, programs for water distribution, moderate-cost housing, swamp 
reclamation and improvement of sanitation in Banjul are under consideration. 


Moreover, funds are provided for the enlargement of the second port of Banjul, 
which will sustain its economic growth and construction of the bridge and 

dam on the Gambia River. Dr Manneh also noted that the Gambian Government 
considers subregional economic integration as regional and that it intends to 
respect cooperation agreements linking it to neighboring countries or inter- 
national organizations. 


With reference to the gross national product, an average 5.1 percent growth 
is expected in 1985-1986. or 837 dalasis in real terms. Self-sufficiency 
in grains will be attained by 1986 with the completion of the 
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"Jahali-Pacharr" rice growing project and the bridge and dam project on the 
Gambia River. 


In the business sector, the Gambian tradition of free exchange will be main- 
tained. At the same time, rigorous controls on itflation will be maintained 
to strengthen the participation of private enterprises, primarily Gambian, 
in che national developmental effort, while maintaining the purchasing power 
of the working masses. As regards the distribution of foreign exchange, the 
shortage of which will continue over the next 3 years, priority will be 
given to the import of raw materials and equipment necessary for the comple- 
tion of projects benefiting from foreign financial participation. Dr Manneh 
stressed the need to prevent destruction of forest resources and to conserve 
energy in order to cut down the petroleum bill, which rose from 9 million 
delasis in 1975 to 26 million delasis during the 1979-1980 fiscal year. 
Resultant savings would permit investment in certain projects using local 
resources. Moreover, precise directives are being given to the various 
state organizations for the proper management of the budget granted as well 
as to the Central Bank to control the flow of money. Further, the plan 
anticipates raising the number of students in primary grades from 43,000 to 
74,000 in 1985 and taisinz the literacy level by 48 percent. As far as 
security is concerned, the various services will be equipped with sufficient 
means to safeguard territorial integrity and national sovereignty.

FRENCH, BELGIAN AND CANADIAN FINANCING AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 16-17 Jan 82 p 6 


{Article by Ibrahim Fall: "More Than 3 Billion from France, Belgium and 
Canada" | 


[Excerpts] Mr Ousmane Seck, minister of ec@iomy and finance, devoted a 
great part of yesterday afternoon to the signing of financial agreements be- 
tween our country and France and Belgium. He also received a check for 

$1 million from the hands of the Canadian ambassador. 


Together with Mr Michel de Bonnecorse, head of the French cooperation mission 
in our country, the minister of economy and finance signed 18 financial 
agreements totaling 1,892 million CFA francs. This large sum concerns a wide 
variety of activities, such as the peanut seed program, the Senegal Valley 
development project, the materialization of an industrial reforestation 
project, the establishment of the "mineral plan" of Senegal, and so on. In 
short, the fields of rural development, mining, health, training, and the 
search for renewable forms of energy will receive distribution from these 
funds. 


During the past year, FAC [Aid and Cooperation Fund] granted our country 
investment subsidies (nonreimbursable) amounting to 2,500 million CFA francs 
which permitted financing of 21 projects aimed mainly at regional development 
in our country. In a speech delivered after the signing of the official 
documents, Mr Ousmane Seck expressed his pleasure that France is giving our 
country "significant financial means, permitting it to manage its ;economic 
and social development effectively and in depth." Mr Michel de Bonnecorse in 
turn expressed the hope that in 1981 our cooperation might increase as, 
moreover, that part of the budget of the French ministry of cooperation de- 
voted to aid to the Third World has gone up by 35 percent. 


The second undertaking of the minister of economy and finance was the signing 
of a 756-million CFA franc financing agreement with Belgian Ambassador Alain 
Reus. This noninterest-bearing loan, repayble in 20 years with a 10-year 
deferred payment clause, is for the use of the ICS [Chemical Industry of 
Senegal] to acquire capital goods equipment and to pay for loans and services 
linked to this equipment. According to Mr Ousmane Seck, the impact of this 
aid can only be felt through the Sixth Plan which is based on the premise of 
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a 3.5 percent growth of the gross domestic product in real terms. This 
expansion should be considerably encouraged by investors in the processing 
sector. The minister of economy and finance noted that our phosphate 
production will be positively effected by the inauguration of this 

project. Just for the Taiba mine alone, production will rise from 1.5 
million tons to 2 million tons by 1984 not including an increase in phosphoric 
acid of which 120,000 tons are to be exported. [sentence and punctuation as 
published] Mr Ousmane Seck is convinced that the scope of Belgian-Senegalese 
cooperation is assuming exceptional importance and significance. The Belgian 
ambassador in turn said he, too, was convinced that this agreement fits 
perfectly into the framework of cooperation linking our two countries and 
peoples. Mr Alain Reus also expressed satisfaction that the signing of this 
agreement coincides with the visit of the chief of state to Brussels next week. 
week. 


Respected Promises 


The handing over of a check from the hands of the Canadian ambassador ended 
the protocol ceremony of the signing of a number of conventions and agree- 
ments. Canadian Ambassador Marc Perron presented Mr Ousmane Seck witth a check 
amounting to 3 million Canadian dollars or approximately 720 million CFA 
francs. This sum derives from the decisions taken by Canada last October 
during a meeting of Senegalese moneylenders in Paris. It comes as a followup 
to the signing of a 3-million dollar protocol of understanding last month to 
be used to cover Senegalese counterparts in development projects funded by 
Canada. Overall, the sum total of funds received yesterday by the minister 
of economy and finance comes to 3,368 million CFA francs.

BOTHA, POLICY MAY SURVIVE DESPITE PARTY RIFT 
Prominent Personalities Take Sides 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Feb 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Last night two Nationalist Party veterans, Mr John Vorster and Mr Ben 
Schoeman, took opposite sides in the prevailing crisis within the Nationalist 
Party. 


Mr Vorster, former state president and also former prime minister, threw his 
support behind Dr A. P. Treurnicht and his rebel followers. 


With respect to Vorster's views Mr Schoeman, a senior minister in Vorster's 
government and chairman of Dagbreek Trust (the controlling body of the Perskor 
newspapers) stated: "What he (Vorster) says is of no importance and does not 
interest me. Mr Botha is on the right track and he has all the necessary 
support which can be given to him." 


Mr Vorster's meddiings against the government were not unexpected among 
informed circles. For a long time he has been behind the scenes trying to 
get back into politics...if certain circumstances were to arise. Yesterday, 
from his home in Obasstrand, he told the media: 


"I find nothing wrong with Dr Treurnicht's motivation and actions and with 
those of the members of parliament who voted with him. I also subscribe full 
heartedly to their rejection of power sharing in any form whatsoever." 


The question among political circles is whether Mr Vorster will now return 
to active politics. If he does he will probably take over leadership of the 
rebels from Dr Treurnicht. In the past the men have had sharp differences 
and at the time when Vorster was prime minister he refused to promote Dr 
Treurnicht for a long time. 


Finally he appointed him deputy minister and Dr.Treurnicht remained in that 
position until, after his election as Transvaal leader, he was appointed as 
minister by Mr Botha. 


At the present time Mr Vorster's only important public office is chancellor- 


ship at the Stellenbosch University. A chancellor is elected for life by the 
convocation of graduates.

It is expected that Mr Vorster will be facing pressure to resign as chancellor 
if he does not do so on his own volition. The university does not wish to be 
connected with brotherly political disputes through this situation. 


With regard to Mr Vorster, Ben Schoeman:also said this to the South African 
Press Agency: "We have not been able t% see eye to eye for a long time." 


Doubtful 


He told our Johannesburg correspondent that during his premiership Mr Vorster 
was unable to work out a solution for the coloreds political representation 
and all he ever said was that this was a problem te be resolved by the people 
who were to succeed hin. 


"But now that a promising solution is being tackled he shows anger." 


In reaction to Vorster's statement Mr Chris Heunis, the minister for internal 
affairs and deputy chairman of the Cape Province's Nationalist Party, said 
that "it is highly doubtful that the former state president could have been 
informed on the events and motivation of the MPs to whom he referred in his 
statement." 


"This is an element of superficiality which one would not have expected from 
a person of his experience and status in public life. 


"Moreover, he evidently is not aware that his own 1977 proposals are being 
rejected, unless [of course] he has changed his viewpoint since 1977." 


Heunis added: "His motives must theretore be questioned.'"' This is what the 
South African Press Agency reported. 


Minister of Transportation Hendrik Schoeman stated that the entire question 
of power sharing is being read out of context and this is something which 
must be viewed us a whole. "I would like to see a prominent man such as a 
former prime minister and state president, for whom I have the greatest 
respect, first acquire complete information on the facts before he makes a 
statement." 


Dr Nak van der Merwe, the Free State's leader of the Nationalist Party and 
minister of environmental affairs, said that with respect to Mr Vorster's 
remarks he "found it strange that he issued a statement while not knowing 
what really had happened." 


While in Windhoek, when the prime minister heard what Mr Vorster said, he told 
DIE BURGER: "I do not have any comments on the former state president's 
statement." 

Tension Precedes Directorate Meeting 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Feb 82 pp 1-2

[Text] The crisis in the Nationalist Party become more charged yesterday as 
preparations for the critical meeting of the main directorate of the 
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Nationalist Party of Transvaal, which will be held in Pretoria tomorrow, are 
going full steam ahead. The resuits of this meeting can be decisive for the 
future o. the party. 


The composition of the main directorate is such that this has led to intensive 
"cultivation" of the members of the main directorate. Supporters of the prime 
minister as well as the rebels realize that the struggle for the control of 
the Nationalist Party of Transvaal will be decided at the main directorate's 
meeting. 


The Transvaal main directorate consists of about 230 members. All Transvaal 
Nationalist members of parliament and provincial council members are official- 
ly members of the main directorate. Moreover each electorate in Transvaal 
elects a main directorate member who is usually the chairman of the division 
management. The main directorate also has 16 co-opted members. 


From the composition of the main directorate it becomes clear that the 

members of the provincial councils and the elected leaders will be playing a 
determining role at the meeting. Canvassing for votes has been limited mostly 
to these two groups. As of last night the information available to DIE BURGER 
was that the Transvaal Nationalist members of the provincial council, and the 
members of parliament as well, have overwhelmingly formed ranks behind the 
prime minister. 


The fact that three deputy chairmen of the Transvaal Nationalist Party: Mr 
Fanie Botha, Hendrik Schoeman and F.W. de Klerk, have unhesitantly teamed up 
with the prime minister and his leadership has a great deal of weight among 
the main directorate members, according to authoritative information. Only 
yesterday these three deputy chairmen conducted long discussions behind closed 
doors. 


A prologue to tomorrow's main directorate meeting is the meeting of the 
executive committee of the main directorate which was unexpectedly convened 
yesterday. The meeting took place this morning at 11:30 in Capetown. 


Despite conjectures by certain newspapers that the meeting would take place 
for the purpose of expelling Dr Treurnicht and other Transvaal rebels from 

the party (and this is within the power of the executive committee) DIE BURGER 
hag searned on good authority that there is only one item on the agenda and 
that is to discuss the procedure which must be followed in tomorrow's main 
directorate meeting. 


As of last night it was still uncertain whether Dr Treurnicht would be 
attending today's executive committee meeting. As leader of the Transvaal 
party he is officialiy the chairman of the executive committee. Thomas 
Langley, one of Dr Treurnicht's chief lieutenants, yesterday said that Dr 
Treurnicht is in Pretoria. Nobody would say whether he will be attending the 
meeting. If he is not present then the senior deputy chairman of the Trans- 
vaal Nationalist Party, Mr Fanie Botha, will probably be seated. 
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Reconsideration 


As of yesterday Mr Langley was planning to prevent the meeting cf the 
executive committee through some legal measures, because he was under the 
impression that the meeting would be used for expeiling Dr Treurnicht from 
the party. He later told DIE BURGER that in light of the information he 
received the meeting would be just an "academic exercise" and therefore he 
abstained from doing so. 


In the meantime among the Nationalist MPs there was still some buzzing 
yesterday about the eventful caucus meeting of the day before yesterday. 


Nationalists conducted extensive discussions with some of the 22 rebels who 
2 days ago refused to accept the motion of confidence in the prime minister, 
his leadership and his formulation of party policy. 


Some of these rebels were seriously reconsidering their position. They have 
until Wednesday to return to the Nationalist Party. There is reason for 
optimism that at least some of the recalcitrant members will promise their 
support to the prime minister and the party leadership on Wednesday or even 
before that. 


When DIE BURGER questioned several of the 22 rebels about their attitude they 
replied as follows: 


Dirk Poggenpoel, MP for Beauford-West and one of the Cape Province members 
who voted against the motion: "I am struggling within myself about this 
matter and I am seeking clarity on what is troubling me." 


Viewpoint 


The other Cape Province member, Jan Hoon, the MP for Kuruman, said that his 
position is still unchanged. But in the meantime the district council of the 
Nationalist Party in the Kuruman constituency sent a telegram to the prime 
minister saying that the district council attests its undivided faith in the 
prime minister and regrets the actions of its MP. 


Ben Wilkens, the MP for Vertersdorp, said that he is going to talk with his 
constituency's administration and present his viewpoint to them. "I will 

be giving an explanation of why I voted against the motion. I will also want 
to talk with the prime minister if I get the opportunity to do so." 


Mrs Bessie Scholtz, the MP for the Germiston-district, said: "I will be 
giving my answer to the prime minister next week." 


Capsper Uys, the MP for Barberton, said that he still stnads where he stood 
2 days ago and he will not deviate from that. 


Yesterday DIE BURGER erroneously repoyced that Mr Ferdinand van Heerden, the 
MP for De Aar, was one of the MPs who was absent from the caucus meeting of 
two days ago. Yesterday Mr Van Heerden pointed out that he was actually 
present and that he voted for the motion of confidence in Mr Botha. 











Botha Receives Messages of Support 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Mar 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Hundreds of telegrams and messages of wholehearted support for Prime 
Minister P. W. Botha poured into his office in Capetown yesterday from all 
over the country. 


"Blessings, wisdon and strength are being invoked for you. The country looks 
up to your strong leadership. As in the past I am squarely behind you." So 
read the telegram which Mr Botha received from Vice State President Alwyn 
Schlebusch. 


A remarkable characteristic of the telegrams is that the great majority of 
them are coming from Transvaal. Nationalists in the constituencies whose MPs 
revolted against the prime minister and his leadership were condemned very 
sharply. This was especially true for Thomas Langley (Waterkloof) and Dr 
Willie Snyman (Pietersburg). 


The district council of the Nationalist Party branch of Soedin in the Kuruman 
constituency attested its undivided loyalty to the prime minister and chief 
executive of the Nationalist Party and regretted the actions of its MP 

(Jan Hoon).

Johan Uys of Waterkloof wished all success to the prime minister. "I am 
behind you and the government's policy. I have informed Dr Treurnicht and 
Mr Langley of this."

SACTU OFFICIAL DISCUSSES FIGHT AGAINST APARTHEID 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 4 Mar 82 p 10 
{Press conference of Steve Diamini, SACTU president, in Maputo, 3 March 19827 


[Text] "The role of SACTU [South African Congress of Trade 
Unions} is to organize the South African workers inside and 
outside the country in the fight against the hideous regime 
of ‘apartheid,'" said Steve Diamini, president of SACTU, 

the South African labor union organization, during a press 
conference given yesterday to the national information organs 
at ANC [African National Congress] headquarters in Maputo. 


Steve Diamini began by placing SACTU in the context of the fight of the South 
African people for its political freedom; he said that this labor union organi- 
zation was not born by accident but was established to fight for the improve- 
ment of the living conditions of South African workers. 


According to the labor union leader, his organization was established in 1955, 
which means that it has a record of 27 years of constant fight against the 
oppressor. He also said that SACTU accepts as its members all South African 
workers, regardless of their color, sex, language, and regardless of whether 
they are or are not members of South African labor union movements. 


"SACTU is also part and parcel of the fight for political freedom. It differs 
from the other unions because it defends the principle that we will never ach- 
ieve true freedom without a struggle for political liberation," Steve Diamini 
added. 


He then talked about the fight of the South African workers for their rights 
and freedoms, adding that this has been a tough fight and that the "apartheid" 
authorities, soon after the establishment of SACTU, pounced on its leaders, 
with many of them being 2 :~sted and sentenced to longer prison terms. 


Some of those fighters perished in the regime's prisons while others are still 
serving sentences in penal institutions, such as on Robben Island. 


He then briefly outlined the history of the South African people's struggle 
over many years for their political and civic rights, the right to free speech 
and jobs. He also stressed the unrestrained exploitation to which the people 
are subjected; he singled out the fact that 80 percent of the best land was 
distributed to the white settlers. (In the next edition we will publish fur- 
ther details on this press conference.)

CONTROVERSIAL POLITICAL POWER SHARING EXPLAINED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Feb 82 p 20 
(Editorial: "This Is the Nationalist Party Policy" ] 


[Text] The group of Nationalist members of parliament rebels, who have up to 
this week to consider their position, allege that their objections are based 
on the prime minister's formulation of Nationalist Party policy in the 
political area. 


The fact that they have chosen this question as their battle ground had 
therefore made it possible to capitalize on the present dispute in the 
Nationalist Party to bring out, at the same time, a greater clarification of 
exactly where the party stands. 


The contributory cause of the dispute was the Transvaal Nationalist Party 
leader's objections, namely those of Dr A. P. Treurnicht, against the posi- 
tion taken in the Nationalist Party's mouthpiece to the effect that it is 
only logical that there cannot be more than one government in a country. 


With respect to this the prime minister granted that the Nationalist Party 
editor (Dr Jan Grobler, the MP who is also the party's chief information 
official) was right, having noted that although a country may have several 
governing instruments there can be only one central government authority. 


Actually it is surprising that other views could be entertained over such an 
elementary matter. Outside of the political untenability of such views there 
would also be chaos if, for example, in time cf war a country were unable to 
come out with only one declaration of war. Civil war would necessarily 
follow if there actually were states within a state, one of the governments 
of which did not agree with the other. The same is true with respect to a 
series of other matters ranging from foreign relations to finance. 


Both Mr Botha'’s and Dr Grobler's explanations are based on Nationalist Party 
policy which was accepted in 1977 by all provincial Nationalist Party con- 
gresses, thus by the party's highest authority, and then subsequently 
confirmed in a general election. 
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Accordingly the Nationalist Party advocates the idea of an executive state 
president whe is to be elected by an electoral college of 88 parliamentarians: 
50 of them members of a white parliament, 25 coloreds and 13 Indians. 


Besides this the Nationalist Party advocates a council of cabinets under the 
chairmanship of the state president. This provides for 14 cabinet members: 

the three prime ministers of the whites, coloreds and Indians, plus six whites, 
three coloreds and two Indians. 


In the statement he made this week the prime minister referred to this and at 
the same time asserted that in connection with this the Nationalist Party 
chooses the ideas of consultations and co-responsibility which he called a 
form of healthy power sharing which does not impair the principle of self 
determination. 


He expressly rejected the Progressive's approach to power sharing, in view 
of the fact that the Progressive Party advocates a unitary state; he also 
reiterated his opposition to the Westminster system of one man, one vote. 


Dr Treurnicht's assertion that the prime minister now suddenly follows a 
Progressive political principle must therefore be weighed against this back- 
ground as well as his own, the Nationalist Party's congresses and the voters' 
acceptance of the Nationalist Party's constitutional plan which is now before 
the Presidential Council still in this form. 


It is therefore of great significance that the Transvaal deputy chairman of 
the Nationalist Party: Ministers Fanie Botha, Hendrik Schoeman and F. W. 

de Klerk, have expressly disassociated themselves from their provincial 
leader's efforts to arouse "an erroneous impression on the actual point of 
contention in a subtle manner."' Therefore they also emphasize the fact that 
the 100 Nationalist MPs, who voted for the motion of confidence in the prime 
minister at the caucus meeting, are supporting the established Nationalist 
Party policy. 


A further irony of this is that it is the Progressives themselves who regularly 
take offense at the prime minister's carrying out...the Nationalist Party's 


policy! 


As recently as in the past no-confidence debate in parliament Mr Botha told 
the opposition leader that he was exactly right in accusing him of that: 

"I am a Nationalist and I hope to die as one. I am not about to turn around 
and turn my back on the people to whom I belong. I wiil not do that at any 
price on earth.” 


There can be no doubt on what the Nationalist Party and its leader stand for.

PARTY CRISIS BLAMED ON AMBIGUITY, FEAR OF REALITY

[Text] In answer to a question put to him at his press conference of Wednesday 
Dr Andries Treurnicht stated that "a gesture must certainly be made by the 
prime minister." 


Dr Treurnicht did not say what he meant by this. From his previous statement 
to the press some people may perhaps deduce that he wants Mr Botha to withdraw 
his policy statement of Monday or at least revise it drastically. This would 
be much more than a gesture and there can be no talk of this at all. 


The use of the word is significant. A gesture is nothing of substance. It is 
an act which can be used in creating an impression without saying or doing 
anything which unmistakably points in a direction concerning which there can 
be no misunderstanding. We have had more than enough of these, like speeches 
which are calculated for creating certain impressions without the speaker 
unambiguously binding himself to a certain viewpoint. 


Much of this uncertainty and doubt which have lately existed in politics, and 
probably contributed to what now has happened at the caucus of the Nationalist 
Paity, is exactly attributable to the fact that too many people have failed to 
speak openly and honestly and have neglected to look at the realities of South 
Africa and to present them to others without hesitation. All too many have 
avoided what they have regarded as thorny politics and have taken refuge in 
words and phrases which can mean anything at all...or nothing. 


The times in which we live are least of all times for gestures. It's time 

to pay attention to hard reality. Point of views must be clearly presented, 
and everybody in the party must stick to them. Most of all the points of 
difference ra’sed in the caucus of the Nationalist Party are anything but 
subject to gestrues. No gesture from the prime minister, or whosoever, can 
Sweep away the seriousness of these.

EFFORTS IN NAVAL EXPANSION IN THE FACE OF ARMS EMBARGO 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Feb 82 p ll 


[Text] There is talk that South Africa will possibly build or purchase six 
Israeli frigates of 850 tons each, according to an article in MILITARIA, an 
official technical periodical of the South African armed forces. MILITARIA 
is published under the editorialship of the Directorate Documentation Service 
of the Armed Forces. 


The article was written by Private Andre Wessels (BA Hons), a conscript 
attached to the Chief of Staff, Intelligence, Pretoria. 


According to the article the Israeli frigate is equipped with two 75 mm 
cannons and four of the 30 mm caliber. There are also four Gabriel (or 
Harpoon) missiles on board, besides six torpedo tubes and two 75 mm Bofore 
anti-submarine mortars and a helicopter. 


This frigate is "excellently suited for our requirements." 


The article was written before the anti-submarine frigate, SAS President 
Kruger, collided at sea and sank. 


Unrealistic 


"South Africa can also develop and build its own frigates or corvettes. Such 
a vessel can have a tonnage of 1,000 or 1,400 tons. It can be equipped with 
one 76 mm cannon, four others of 40 mm and two of 20 mm. Moreover, it can be 
armed with four Gabriel missiles, six anti-submarine torpedo tubes, an 
eight-fold Aspide or Crotale sea-to-air missile systemand one Lynx helicopter." 


Obtaining the Spruce-class torpedo boats from the Americans would have been a 
good thing, but the choice would have been unrealistic, because these vessels 
require a large crew. 


According to the article, the navy's three Daphne-class submarines are 
"actually intended for training and patrolling purposes. South Africa would 
perhaps have liked to have had the British Oberon, and if not, the French 
Agosta or the Italian Sauro-class submarines or perhaps also the new British 
type conventional submarine now being planned. 
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More 


These large submarines are necessary because South Africa must be able "to 
intercept, attack and destroy enemy ships and submarines far from the South 
African coast in the deep sea." 


The current missile carrying patrol boats can still be kept in service for a 
long time "and it is decidedly necessary that more of these vessels be pro- 
cured.'"' If the frigates in service are withdrawn and not replaced then the 
SAS Tafelberg (which was involved in the collision with the SAS President 
Kruger) "will no longer have a role to fulfill. Although still usable the 
vessel is already rather old. Should new frigates be obtained, the Tafelberg 
ought to be retained, because it increases the operational striking-range of 
the frigate. 


Shakeltons 


With respect to aircraft Private Wessels says that "it does not appear as 
though the Buccaneers can be replaced easily in light of the arms boycott. 
Actually South Africa needs about 50 American Phantoms, F-14 Tomcats, or the 
British-German-Italian Tornados." 


"The days of the seven Shakeltons are counted in more than one respect and 
it is the Airforce's technical expertise which keeps them flying." 


"However, they are inadequate for long range reconnaissance...South Africa 
needs at least eight Nimrods, Atlantics or Orions, but because of the arms 
boycott it is improbable that they will be obtained." 


"In addition the Albatros reconnaissance aircraft (of which we have 17) are 
suited for short distance reconnaissance only." 


Wasps 


"A possible solution is to purchase regular passenger or freight aircraft 
and convert these as best as possible into navy reconnaissance aircraft." 


"The American HS-748 or the Israeli Arava are suitable for this purpose. 
The Lockheed Hercules C-130, or, if this cannot be obtained, the commercial 
model L 100-30 can also be converted into navy reconnaissance aircraft." 


According to the article South Africa needs most of all helicopters for 
anti-submarine purposes. "It is to be doubted that the logical surcessors 
to the Wasps, that is the Lynx or the Augusta-Bell, could be purchased.” 


"In the defense budget for 1979 the prime minister announced that South Africa 
is self sufficient with respect to helicopters. We can only hope that South 
Africa will alsuo be able to build helicopters for naval reconnaissance, rescue 
and anti-submarine warfare within the foreseeable future.

by residents. 

The residents vowed they 
would not pay for services 
which the council had not 
provided but they would pay 
when services were made 
available. 

Mr Mwaia told Mr Mwewa, 
who was accompanied by Lu- 
saka district political chair- 
man Mr Dominic Malusa and 
district youth political chair- 
man Mr Willram Banda, that 
as a result of the disconnec- 
tion of water supplies, some 
people had gone without water 
for almost a week. 


Mr Mwewa dissociated the 
council from the decision to 
disconnect water supplies and 
promised to investigate the 
matier. 

He directed council officers 
to inspect the township to see 
what servi es the local autho- 
rity was pro iding to the peo- 


ple and determine for which 


ones they should pay. 

While the investigations 
were taking place. the city 
engineer would be instructed 
to reconnect water supplies to 
avoid any possible outurenh of 
cholera. ; 

Mr Mwewa gave a four-day 
ultimatum to officers concern- 
ed with the water disconnec- 
tions to explain why they took 
the action.

BANK OF ZAMBIA REPORTS ON ECONOMIC SITUATION

a Bank of Zambia 
report says. 

_ The report which has 
just been released in Lu- 
saka attributes this sad 
state of affairs to prob- 
lems ranging from short- 
ages of foreign exchange 
to the sharp fall in reve- 
nue receipts from. vari- 
ous income sources. 


The document almost 
coincides with that of the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP) which 
says Zambia has now good 
prospects of economic re- 
covery and that this is an 
opportune time for the 
international community to 
share her burden by pro- 
viding increased help to 
achieve the goal. 

The UNDP report on the 
country’s special economic 
and disaster assistance says 
Zambia's external yment 
arrears stood at K520 million 


by mid-198]1 and in the ab- 
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sence of adequate capital in- 
flow there had been a con- 
tinuing build-up of external 
payment arrears. 

ut the bank June 1981 
report says in spite of 
some welcome developments 
that took place during the 
quarter under review, the 
Zambian economy remained 
basically weak—a feature that 
has characterised the past few 
quarters. 

The underlying cause for 
the persistent unsatisfactory 
economic situation has been 
the poor inflow of export 
receipts in view of low copper 
prices on the _ international 
market. | 

‘This situation has been 


‘reimtorced further by cobalt 


sales which have maintained a 
step downward trend in the 
major consuming industrial 
countries. Consequent upon 
these adverse developments 
foreign exchange availability 
has been extremely tight at the 
time when the demand for it 
has continued to rise."’ 

It supports the UNDP 
‘version that the country's 
foreign exchange situation 
during the current quarter 
should have worsened con- 
siderably but was rescued bv 
the successful negotiations for 
an extended arrangement in 
early May with the IMF who 
“agréed to make available ‘to 
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Zambia in foreign exchange 
K800 million Special Drawing 
Rights (SDR) over the next 
three years. 


A further salutary effect of 
the country’s recourse to the 
IMF resources was the re- 
duction in the overall balance 
of payments deficit to K52.2 
million from the deficit of 
K82.1 million recorded in the 
quarter ended March, 1981. 


It warns: ‘‘Without the 
finaricial assistance from 
IMF which helped to reduce 
the level of the pipeline. the 
balance of- payments deficit 
was going to be far in excess 
of K68.3 million which was the 
decline in net foreign assets 
between March and June 
1981.°° 


Developments in the mone- 
tary field were characterised by 
a deceleration in the rate of 
total domestic credit creation 
and marginal increase in total 
money supply. 


The report says total domes- 
tic credit which has risen by 5.4 
per cent in the preceding 
quarter increased by only 2.7 
per cent during the current 
period. Whereas net claims on 
the Government increased by 
1.2 per cent, credit to the 
private sector rose by 7.2 per 
cent after declining by 1.2 per 
cent in the March quarter.

PEACE, SECURITY RESTORED AT ZAIRIAN BORDER TOWNS

Mr Joseph Bwalya, TIMES 
OF ZAMBIA advertising 
branch manager in Kitwe, 
who travelled to Mokambo on 
Saturday afternoon, said 
Zambians who had crossed in 
to Zaire were told to feel at 
home as differences arising 
from the Sakania incident of 
February 20 had been resolved. 

Mr Bwalya said Zairean 
officials had addressed their 
officers instructing them to 
carry out duties properly in the 
spirit of the Kitwe resolutions 
on the border situation. ‘‘We 


enjoyed our short stay there.” 

At Kasumbalesa, a Zairean 
official who did not want to be 
named said: ‘‘The problem of 
Sakania was transferred to 
here by administrative proce- 
dure and since it has been 
resolved, our operations are 
back to normal’’. 


Relations between Zambia 
and Zaire soured when Zairean 
and Zambian security. forces 
exchanged fire on February 20. 

No official reason has been 
given for the fighting.

‘“*‘The growth-oriented 
nature of this facility is ex- 
pected to lead to a considerably 
better performance in future 
years,’’ it Says. 

It recalls the primary objec- 
tive >f this investment pro- 
gramme is to rehabilitate 
rapidly the existing underutili- 
sed industrial infrastructure to 
maximise the immediate

In the absence of adequate 
capital inflows there has 
been a continuing build-up of 
external payments arrears to 
a level of some K472 million 
at the end of 1980, up from 
K360 million a year earlier. 


In the mid-1981 the arrears 
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stood at about K520 million 
but will now fall gradually 
with the utilisation of the 
IMF facility. 

The report says that even 
with the independence of

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DISTRICT OFFICIAL URGES REDEFINITION OF ZIMBABWE BORDER ON KARIBA DAM

ment has been urged to meet 
the Zimbabwean government 
to redefine the boundary on 
the Kariba dam so that Zam- 
bian or Zimbabwean fisher- 
men do not stray into each 
other's territorial waters. 

Siavonga district executive 
secretary Mr Lubasi Mutukwa 
said yesterday that several 
fishermen from Zambia had 
been arrested by Zimbabwean 
police for straying into Zim- 
babwean waters. 

‘*We have found that some 
Zambian fishermen have been 
poaching in Zimbabwean 
waters betause it is difficult for 


‘them to know the boundary in 


water.’’ 

And some Zimbabwean 
commercial fishermen had 
strayed into Zambian waters 
because they too found it dif- 
ficult to tell the boundary. 

Mr Mutukwa said Zam- 
bians have had their boats and 
nets confiscated by Zimba- 
bwean authorities for straying 
into that country’s territorial 
waters. 





He had made representation 
to the Zimbabwean district 
administrator across the river 
who was ‘‘understanding’’ and 
some Zambians were released. 

Mr Mutukwa received a 
report of Zambian fishermen 
allegedly being harassed two 
weeks ago but after investiga- 
tions it was discovered that the 
majority of them had in fact 
been poaching in Zimbabwean 
waters. 

Areas mostly affected were 
Namoomba and Chirundu. 
Last year, Member of the 
Central Committee for 
Southern Province Mr Mu- 
ngoni Liso warned fishermen 
against fishing in Zimbabwean 


waters. He said Zambia want- 
ed good neighbourliness. 

The good relations between 
Zambia and Zimbabwe should 
not be ruined because of a few 
people illegally fishing in 
foreign waters, he said.

Col Zulu flanked by ZNS 
commandant, Brigadier- 
General Tom Fara, informed 
conference participants that 
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‘Zambia, ‘‘a dynamic coun- 


try’’, wanted people who could 
work on the land and produce 
more to alleviate the economic 
burden of the masses. 

The Party and its Govern- 
ment itiated the rural 
reconstruction -programme as 
a backbone to national! deve- 
lopment. 

‘‘We, as members of this 
programme must set an 
example to the public. We 
should not fail the nation 
through laziness. Let us 
support the Party by showing 
the public the spirit of hard 
work and self-discipline. 

Emphasing the need for 
discipline, Col Zulu said it 
retarded national progress 
and a nation of indisciplined 
people was a disorganised 
one. 

‘In order to portray the 
good picture of Zambia 
National Service, centre 
leaders should be a shining 
example to the public in hard 
work and food nroduction.”’

PRIME Minister Mundia said yesterday that the 
merger of the two giant mining companies — Nchanga 
Consolidated Copper Mines (NCCM) and Roan Con- 


solidated Mines (RCM) — 


will give Zambia more 


influence in determining copper prices. 


The merger would make 
Zambia Consolidated Copper 
Mines (ZCCM) the second 
largest company in the world, 
he said. Another advantage 
was that the country would 
save about K200 million in 


spare parts importation. 


Mr Mundia was speaking in . 


Parliament after the Amalga- 
mation of Mining Companies 
(Special Provisions) and In- 
come Tax (Special Provisions) 
Bills passed through the com- 
mittee stage without amend- 
ments. The Bills are now in 
their third reading. 

The necessary application 


had already been made to the. 


High Court of Zambia accord- 
ing to the time table agreed 
between the parties for imple- 
menting the merger expected to 
take effect on March 31. 

Mr Mundia said at present 
the ies were working to- 
wards that date by taking 
action as contained in their 
respective undertakings. 





If the merger was to be 
attained on that date, the 
undertaking of the Govern- 
ment had to be discharged on 
or before March 17. 

“If on that date the merger 
is not effected for some 
reason, the whole exercise will 
have to begin all over. In such 
event it may take several years 


tO come to the position whrre~ 
_we are now seeking to imple- 


ment the merger.” 

It was necessary that the 
amalgamation was not frustra- 
ted by anyone including the 
Government.

ROAN Copper Mines (RCM) is 
to close down Kalengwa mine 
in the North-Western Province 
because the remaining ore 
stockpiles there cannot be 
treated economically. 

In a statement to workers at 
the mine, a spokesman said 
the ore stockpile was declining 
in copper content and was no 
longer economically viable. 

“It has, therefore been 
decided, with effect from 
March 31 1982, to close down 
Kalengwa mine permanent- 
ly."* 

Only a limited number of 
activities necessary to imple- 
ment the closure together 
with ae and salvage 
operations would take place 
after the end of this month. 

Problems at the mine were 
aggravated by its isolated 
geographic position and its 
unique operating problems 
which led to the mine making 
losses in excess of other RCM 
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mines. % 

The mine is in Chizera 
district in the heart of North- 
Western Province. 

The statement said workers 
at the mine believed to 
number about 200 would be 
laid off ‘‘although it is anti- 
cipated that a few will be 
redeployed on the Copper- 


belt 
hose who will be laid off 
would be paid their terminal 
benefits in accordance with 
provisions of the redundancy 
agreement signed with the 
Mineworkers Union of Zambia 
(MUZ).

SOME parts of South- 
ern Province will face 
famine this year be- 
cause of the long 
drought which has hit 
the region, provincial 
permanent secretary 
Mr Edward Himunyo- 
nga said in Livingstone 
yesterday. 

His office was waiting 
for reports from the 
affected areas to prepare 
for a fight against star 
vation. 

Chief Moomba of Kalomo 
said in Livingstone his people 
faced severe famine as a result 
of the drought, but refused to 
confirm reports that Chief 
Sipatunyana’s area in the 
same district also faced starva- 
tion.

Chief Moomba. whose area 
borders with Sesheke in West- 
ern Province, appealed to the 
Government to take urgent 
steps to contain the situation 
because his people were now 
running out of food. 

Travellers from Chief 
Sipatunyana’s area said in 
Livingstone most of the maize 
grown by farmers had been 
destroyed by the severe 
drought. 

Mr Alfred Hapanda and Mr 
Mathew Sikasale said the 
Government had sent relief 
supplies of 8.000 bags of 
mealie meal to the area, but 
Mr Himunyanga could not 
confirm this. 

The permanent secretary 
said: ‘‘This is something you 
and I should expect as a result 


of this drought. Under dec- 
entralisation, we at the pro- 
vincial level are only waiting 
to hear from the affected 
district counciis before we 
act.”

Another reason for the 
shortage is that out of 
35,000 tonnes of urea 
ordered by Narrboard 
only 31,000 tonnes arriv- 
ed while 4,000 tunnes 
cannot be moved from 
Moatize, Mozambique, 
by Contract Haulage 
who are unable to pay 
toll levy in foreign ex- 
change for vehicles enter- 
ing Mozambique. 

Minister of Agriculture and 
Water Development Mr Unia 
Mwila explained this in a 
ministerial statement in Par- 
liament yesterday on the posi- 


tion of top dressing fer- 
tiliser. : 
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His ministry did not at any 


time deliberately deprive a 
rovince of top dressing ferti- 
fiser as alleged by some 
Members of Parliament. 
" Mr Mwila said the ministry 
ordered 35,000 tonnes of urea 
(top dressing fertiliser) for the 
1981/82 season. 

This was to be topped over 
with 25,000 tonnes of ammo- 
nium nitrate from NCZ. 

Of the imported top dres- 
sing fertiliser, only 31,000 
tonnes arrived in the country, 
leaving a shortfall of 4,000 
tonnes of urea. 

The mini: ter said of the total 
quantity of 25,000 tonnes 
ammonium nitrate expected to 
be locally produced only 
12.000 tonnes were actually 
produced and procured by 
Namboard.

FREEDOM HOUSE ON FOREIGN POLICY--Zambia has often been embarrassed by some 
"careless" remarks on foreign policy issues made by Freedom House, Foreign 
Affairs Minister Professor Lameck Gom told Parliament yesterday. He thus 
welcomed a suggestion made by Liuwa MP Mr Nathan Namuchana that from now on 
foreign issues should be ieft in the hands of competent authorities. Mr 
Namuchana deplored some statements made by some officials at Party head- 
quarters "on our foreign policy." Contributing to a debate on the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs vote, he said: "I ask the Honourable Minister that those 
Freedom House officials should be stopped from issuing statements on foreign 
affairs and leave the matter to competent people." Winding up the debate, 
Prof Goma said Mr Namuchana had made "a very useful contribution." "I wish 
to congratulate him for these remarks. Zambia has often been embarrassed by 
innocent, but careless and sensitive remarks made by certain people on our 
neighbours."’ He added that Zambia's stand was that of non-interference in 
the internal affairs of other countries.

LAYOFFS IN 1981--More than 4,151 workers were declared redundant in 1981 

by 142 companies, Minister of Labour and Social Services Mr Basil Kabwe told 
Parliament. The most affected sector was the construction industry which 
accounted for almost 50 percent of the redundancies, Speaking in a minis- 
terial statement on Tuesday night when he would up debate on the vote for 
his ministry, Mr Kabwe said 39,000 workers were sacked between 1975 and 1980. 
"This situation has not improved as an estimated 4,151 workers were declared 
redundant in 1981 by 142 companies. This means that nothing much has happened 
in the way of placing job seekers in employment." The minister said because 
of the economic crisis the country was going through there had not been an 
improvement in the unemployment situation. Productivity in many industries 
had fallen resulting in employers being forced to lay off some workers. A 
total of 156 strikes involving 76,776 workers were recorded last year. This 
figure represents an increase of about 30 percent over that of 1980 when 
there were only 121 strikes. The number of man-days lost in 1981 were 
556,408 compared to 79,886 in 1980. He said the record of strikes was not

EASING OF FERTILIZER CRISIS=-About 10,000 tonnes of fertiliser for the 

1982/83 season has arrived at the port of Dar es Salaam and will soon be 
transported to Zambia, Namboard general manager Mr George Chabwera said in 
Lusaka.

iser said Namboard still needed a balance of 50 percent to meet the demand, 

The 10,000 tonnes at the port were still being off-loaded from ships and 

the Government was now working on the opening of letters of credit for the 
supply of fertiliser from Saudi Arabia. He did not give the tonnage of 
fertiliser sought from the Saudis and the cost. Recently the country was
